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2.» THE STRUGGLE FOR EFFICIENCY  .:. 


The American trade union is today the most potent 
factor working for industrial efficiency that is to be 
found anywhere in the country. It is true that employ- 
ers generally are more vociferous in their declarations 
that there is need for better ways of doing things than 
are the members of unions, but as a practical proposi- 
tion the unions do more constructive work in this direc- 
tion than do the employers. The unionists do not make 
as much noise about it, but they go on day after day 
doing the things that make for efficiency and volume 
production. So persistently and so effectively has this 
been going on among American workers that during 
the past decade or two they have far outstripped the 
workers of any other country in the world and are now 
generally recognized as superior to all others in almost 
every field of production. 


The part the trade union has played in bringing 
about this result should be obvious to the most casual 
observer, because in the first place the union will not 
admit to membership any but competent and thoroughly 
capable workmen, so that workers, in order to gain 
membership in the unions put forth greater efforts to 
equip themselves for the field in which they desire to 
earn their living, and only those incapable of reaching 
a reasonable standard of competency remain on the 
outside. This fact is well known to employers who have 
had labor troubles and have endeavored to get along 
with non-union workers. In this connection, only re- 
cently, one of this type of employers, when unionizing 
his very large plant, said that he was not at all pleased 
with the idea of “eating crow,” but that after more 
than a year of trial he had become convinced that the 
only mechanics “worth a tinker’s dam” were in the union 
and that if he wanted to continue in business he must 
employ union men. 


The experiences of this employer were not unusual 
and there is nothing strange or enigmatic about them, 
because the unions, besides examining the candidates 
for membership, carefully instructing apprentices and 
urging all members to do the highest type of work pos- 
sible also provide means for journeymen gaining in- 
creased knowledge of their craft through association 
with the best mechanics in industry, and many of them 
also provide schools for them to attend in the effort to 
better qualify themselves to follow their trade. Almost 
all official journals of international unions have a tech- 
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nical department devoted to the instruction of the mem- 
bership in the fine points of the craft. 


These things done by the unions are not available 
to those who are not a part of them, yet on the other 
hand all the resources available to the non-unionist are 
also open to the members of trade unions. It should, 
therefore, be clear to the dullest comprehension that 
the opportunities for the union man being so much 
greater, he must, in the very nature of things, be a bet- 
ter mechanic than the fellow who fails to avail himself 
of the great benefits of trade unionism. 


In the struggle for efficiency the unions have for 
many years been doing considerably more than their 
full share, but a great deal more could be accomplished 
if union employers would indicate a disposition to co- 
operate in a friendly way toward bringing about the 
desired results. In the past there has been an inclination 
on the part of the great mass of employers to assume a 
position of superiority over the workers and to dictate 
policies and tactics without consultation or co-operation 
with them in any degree whatever. As a consequence 
of this attitude of employers there has been less progress 
than otherwise would most likely have been the case. 
Wherever employers have sought the friendly co-opera- 
tion of the unions in working for greater efficiency, 
there has been a ready response. A most outstanding 
instance of the success of such a policy is the arrange- 
ment between the shop-craftsmen organizations and the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Company. The 
management and the unions got together and the shops 


railroad 


are turning out more work at less cost and on better 
wages than ever before. 


In order to bring about such desirable results there 
must be absolute honesty and fair dealing on both sides. 
If employers have in mind when seeking the co-opera- 
tion of the unions only selfish ends in the shape of a 
desire to garner greater profits without a disposition to 
share the benefits flowing from the arrangement in a 
fair manner with the workers, there is little likelihood 
of any very great degree of success. On the other hand, 
where honesty and fairness are practiced, there is prac- 
tically no possibility of failure to achieve very substan- 
tial success. 


When will employers come to a realization of the 
facts of the situation ? 
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Labor Day! 

Lest we forget, it is well to recall that this is the forty- 
fourth anniversary of the origin of Labor Day. A small band 
of loyal, earnest trade unionists, in their enthusiasm for the 
benefits gained by organization, paraded in the city of New 
York on the first Monday of September, 1882. 

This was the beginning of Labor Day. 

In 1884 the convention of the American Federation of 
Labor called upon all wage earners, irrespective of sex, call- 
ing or nationality, to observe Labor Day until “it should be as 
uncommon for a man to work on Labor Day as on Inde- 
pendence Day.” 


There is no need to tell how successful that appeal has 
been. None will deny that that condition is here. 

When you return to work after celebrating Labor Day 
it will be with a satisfaction that can only come from the 
realization that the trade union movement has brought a 
better and broader life for both you and those dependent 
upon you. 

The idea of Labor Day spread throughout the nation. 
Although a few of the states have not made it a legal holiday, 
it is observed in them just as loyally as in the states where 
Labor Day laws have been enacted. 

As we look back over the past, Labor Days shine along

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the pathway of labor's progress like beacon lights. No matter 

how difficult the struggles or great the sacrifices of each year, 
there was always the satisfaction of the gains made and re- 
counted on Labor Day. And the gains were always greater 
than the losses. 

From a small handful of men who met in Pittsburgh in 
1881 and formed what is now the Amerjcan Federation of 
Labor, it has grown to enormous proportions, and its influ- 
ence has revolutionized industry for the benefit of both the 
wage earners and employers. When it was organized the 
eight-hour day was simply a dream, for in those times ten 
hours was universally worked, while many were kept at their 
tasks twelve, fourteen, sixteen and more hours a day. 


The opposition to the eight-hour day was tremendous. In 
1884 the American Federation of Labor took the preliminary 
steps for a universal demand for eight hours and in less than 
two years 200,000 workers in industry gained a shorter 
workday. By 1892 the eight-hour movement had spread 
throughout the nation. At the present time those who work 
more than eight hours are the exception. 


The appeal which the American Federation of Labor 
issued in 1890 has been answered. It was: 

“To all who love liberty and are loyal to the principles of 

free government; to all who look forward to an increased

Organizers, who served without compensation for years, 
aided in placing the American trade union movement on a 
firm basis. 

Legislation was sought and not a year has passed but 
some remedial laws have been enacted. The first great vic- 
tory was the exclusion of the Chinese. While the law was 
enacted in 1882, it was many years later before it was so 
changed that the American people were fully protected from 
that sort of immigration. 

Then came the Federal Eight-Hour Law and the Sea- 
men’s Act, which freed the last slaves in the United States. 

Many people do not know that the trade union movement 
was the earliest advocate of compulsory education. At the 
same time it demanded that children should not be permitted 
to work for wages, but should be sent to school and given 
every opportunity for recreation. The years have elapsed 
since then, but the struggle to educate the masses and to 
bring freedom from gainful occupations to the children has 
actively continued. While two laws enacted by Congress pro- 
hibited children at a tender age from working at gainful 
occupations, they were declared unconstitutional. Now we 
have a proposed amendment to the Constitution which, if 
adopted, will confer upon Congress authority to pass statu-

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tory legislation making child life free. Bitter and malignant 
opposition is being made to this worthy cause. But the 
American Federation of Labor will continue the fight until 
it has made it possible for Congress to protect the nation’s 
children from industrial exploitation. 

The Saturday half-holiday and the forty-four hour week 
are the results of trade union agitation. 

The union label placed on articles produced by union 
men and women is proof that they were made under sanitary 
conditions at wages that permit the wage earners to live in 
reasonable comfort. When you buy union labeled articles 
you benefit your fellow union men. 

The American Federation of Labor and its affiliated 
organizations have not only brought greater happiness in the 
lives of the wage earners but in the nation’s hour of danger 
it pledged the loyalty of its members to the government of 
the United States. And that pledge was kept. The American 
Federation of Labor is never at a loss what to do in any 
great crisis. And this was exemplified a thousand-fold in its 
attitude during the great war. 

Among the other victories and activities which no one 
can deny to labor are workmen’s compensation laws, the 
restriction of immigration, preventing the importation of 
labor under contract, collective bargaining, elimination of 
the sweat-shop evil, abolition of tenement-hour labor, crusade 
against the white plague by insisting upon sanitary work, 
shops, condemnation of the sale of narcotics and refusal to 
accept reductions in wages during industrial depression. 

After years of agitation labor finally prevailed upon Con-

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gress to enact a law that “labor is not a commodity or article 
of commerce.”

As the trade union movement grew, labor papers began 
to appear here and there until today they number in the 
hundreds. It was a difficult struggle for the labor press in 
the early days, but their publishers were so deeply ingrained 
with trade unionism that they accepted their set-backs and 
hardships philosophically. Because of their great devotion 
to the cause they sought to advance they refused to recognize 
defeat. May all union men recognize the sacrifices made in 


their interest by the labor press. 


The non-partisan political policy of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor has proved its wisdom. During the last 
nineteen years 200 laws of direct benefit to labor have been 
enacted by congress while all state legislatures have passed 
important remedial legislation. 


One reason for the success of the legislation urged by 
the American Federation of Labor is that it benefits all the 
people except the privileged few. Labor asks for nothing 
that is not good for the people generally. It has stood by 
the farmer in his efforts for economic advancement. It 
always has supported any practical legislation that would

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Unusual progress has been made by the organized work- 
ers since Labor Day, 1924. 

In previous years we have reported material gains. This 
year is no exception to the rule. In addition, however, we 
can report a wider acceptance of principles that the organized 
workers urge. 

Among these is our claim that higher wages make pos- 

sible a strong purchasing power and that this minimizes 
unemployment and lengthens the cycles of business pros- 
perity. A greater number of our citizens are awake to the 
evils of low wages and depressed living standards of wage 
earners that eventually affect the entire nation. 
Day, 1924, increasing attention is being 
paid to waste in industry and in our natural resources, and 
to losses through accidents and occupational sickness and 
preventable disease. Vast sums are annually lost to society 
by employers who ignore those wastes while they insist that 
they should be permitted to reduce the consuming power of 
the nation and to increase the possibility of accidents and 
disease by lower working and living standards. 
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Another significant change is labor’s attitude toward the 
financial record of employers who would establish unfair 
conditions. Workers are not only showing where waste can 
be eliminated, but they are publishing the profits of em- 
ployers who have heretofore kept this information secret. 
The workers are offering statistical proof that industry can 
pay a wage that befits American labor. 

The past year has been marked by an especially vicious 
attack on a social and legislative proposal —the Federal

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suffered too many temporary defeats before final victory to 
be discouraged in this case. 

Man’s ingenuity to invent labor-displacing machinery 
should make the exploitation of children unnecessary. If 
America’s future citizens are to be strong limbed and clear 
brained, the children of today must be placed in the play- 
ground and school room, not in the workshop. 

The principle of collective bargaining is now correctly 
estimated. Citizens outside our movement are understand- 
ing that this involves more than setting wages and regulating 
shop conditions; that it assures freedom of action to workers 
and that it is the first step in democracy in industry that must 
be established if relations between employer and employed 
are to approximate continuous peace. 

On the political field an increasing number of citizens 
are accepting labor’s opposition to political partisanship. 
For years the organized workers pleaded against the evils 
of this policy now so generally acknowledged. Only recently 
an able and thoughtful United States Senator referred to 
the practice of “standing by the party” as “foolishness.” 

At no time in the nation’s history has party discipline 
rested so lightly on our citizens. This is the forerunner for 
legislation of benefit to all the people, rather than to cabals 
and cliques that too often control party machinery. 

The outlook for social progress was never brighter, and 
it is safe to assume that the coming year will record marked 
material and intellectual advances by the wage workers and 
the people as a whole.

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The Salvation Army has completed another strenuous year of activ- 
ity and achievement throughout the entire country, but more especially 
in the bay cities. 

he stranger in any part of any of these cities first meets one of 
the small groups of uniformed men and women on the street corner, 
where thousands of non-church going people hear the highest standards 
of morals, social principles and patriotism taught and a soul-saving 
gospel proclaimed. 

Then this same spirit of patriotism, social service and the spiritual 
life is extended in service to a score of meeting halls daily and nightly, 
to a score of emergency relief centers, five or more employment agen- 
cies, three or more anti-suicide bureaus, one prison relief bureau, one 
Home and Maternity Hospital for broken womanhood, one lost and 
missing friends’ bureau, one consulting bureau for girls in need of 
advice, three Industrial Homes for men incapacitated through old age, 
infirmity and sickness, one industrial farm for boys and girls in need of 
care, with a regular public school attached, one Training College, where 
young men and women are trained for the various activities of the 
Army, also one Young Women’s Boarding Home for girls separated 
from home ties and working on low salaries. 

The outstanding feature of the Salvation Army service is that it 
finds a field all its own and duplicates the work and methods of no 
other organization; it ministers to a class not connected with any 
church and it asks for no endorsement on any applicant save that he 
or she is in need; creed and nationality are not considered when giving 
counsel, service and relief. 

All branches of Army work are carried on in San Francisco regu- 
larly and constantly in the American, Scandinavian, Japanese and 
Chinese languages. 

Here in San Francisco are also located the Territorial Headquarters 
of the Western Territory, from which all Army activities throughout 
eleven states and the Hawaiian Islands are planned and directed, from 
which also the several publications are issued, and uniforms are made. 

The excellent work accomplished by the Salvation Army in the 
bay cities is attested by Mayor Jas. Rolph, Jr., the Hon. John L. McNab, 
Mr. L. M. Voorsanger and other reliable business men. Also the State 
Board of Corrections and Charities, the State Board of Control, the 
Social Workers’ Alliance, the Council of Social and Health Agencies, 
and the San Francisco Community Chest. 

The activities of the Salvation Army are planned, organized and 
directed by men and women of mature years and experience. A recog- 
nized firm of auditors regularly audit the accounts and prepare a yearly 
financial statement to the public. 

Any information regarding the work of the Army can be obtained 
from Lieut.-Commissioner Gifford’s office, at 36 McAllister Street, 
San Francisco. 
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There is only one answer to this subject, and that is: 
“Of course.” The question is now, and the responsibility of 
answering this question correctly has always been and is 
today with management. From the very beginning of the 
factory system, the responsibility for eliminating waste and 
minimizing industrial controversy has been upon manage- 
ment, although not clearly recognized, and if we look back 
I am sure most of us will agree that we wish that it had been 
better done. It is largely because management didn’t see 
this problem clearly that many of the difficulties in industrial 
organization have since arisen. 

Of course there will never come a time when industrial 
waste will be entirely eliminated. This would be the coun- 
sel of perfection and it is impossible of attainment. There 
is no question in my mind, however, that industrial waste can 
be greatly reduced, and as management becomes more alive 
to this problem its solution will be more nearly attained. 
One of the great efforts of management today is to see that 
this problem is recognized and not only by the supervisory 
organization but also by the employees. If the understand- 
ing, sympathy and co-operation of each member of an or- 
ganization can be secured, there is much greater hope for

Unemployment Biggest Industrial Waste 


By GERARD SWOPE, President General Electric Co., Trustee Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
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the nearer attainment of*the goal to eliminate industrial 
waste. 

We have a great advantage in America in having a large 
speaking at all 
events one language, existing under the same political insti- 
tutions, having common ideals and with a high standard of 
living. This makes it possible to market a standard product, 
bringing in its train the advantages of quantity production, 
in which field the manufacturing companies throughout the 
United States have taken the lead. 

The problem still before us is to reduce selling prices so 
as to constantly reach a larger and larger circle of buyers, 
and this means not only the advancement in manufacturing 
processes but also lower selling price. Reductions in cost do 
not necessarily mean increased profits to the manufacturer ; 
they may to a certain extent, but lower costs must sooner or 
later always be reflected in lower selling prices. Not only 
is this a fact as gained from experience, but it will be seen 
that this is very desirable from the standpoint of the manu- 
facturer as the market is thereby enlarged, with the possi- 
bility of still further reducing the manufacturing and distri-. 
buting costs. 

Nor do lower selling prices and lower costs mean lower 


population becoming more homogeneous, 
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earnings for workingmen. It is quite consistent with lower 
costs to have increased earnings on the part of workingmen. 
I am delighted to go even further than Mr. Green and say 
that lower costs do not even mean the same earnings, but 
greater earnings. This has been demonstrated in the elec- 
trical industry as well as in a rrumber of other industries. 
As an example, the incandescent lamp is today selling at 
lower than pre-war prices—and there are not many articles 
in common use about which this can be said—while at the 
same time the labor content in the lamp itself has been re- 
duced, and the earnings of the people engaged in the manu- 
facture of incandescent lamps have increased upwards of 100 
per cent. Another example in our industry is on motors. 

A most useful method not only of eliminating waste and 
introducing better methods, but also in improving the mor- 
ale of the organization is the suggested system—inviting and 
encouraging the workmen at the bench to make suggestions 
of improved methods. It is essential then to see that each 
suggestion is carefully considered. and that the man who, 
made the suggestion knows it has had mature and fair con- 
sideration, and that if adopted his contribution is recognized 
by the company publicly and in a substantial way, commen- 
surate with the contribution made, and that his associates 
also are informed. 

The effect upon the organization of these suggestions by 
workmen is of even greater importance than the reduction 
in cost and the monetary rewards to the men, because of the 
stimulation to the men themselves and to the esprit de corps 
of the organization as a whole, because of the recognition

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that the workingman is a live, integral part of the business 
and may contribute to a greater extent than he has hereto- 
fore in its upbuilding. This gives the workingman a greater 
interest and keener sense of enjoyment from his work, as he 
feels that he has made a constructive contribution, and the 
recognition that has come to him is not only appreciated by 
him but he is respected by his associates. 

This also often leads to finding talent and ability for 
bigger jobs. This is one of the most difficult and delusive 
parts of the problem of management—finding the exceptional 
man. It is a very widespread problem but pressing in any 
large industrial organization. The problem of knowing and 
rating the men, and giving them opportunities to do a bigger 
job is essentially a job for management. 

But probably the most tragic waste of all in industry is 
unemployment, where men ready and willing and able to 
work, and where society really needs their work, are still 
unable to secure it. The most severe test of any social sys- 
tem is the consideration it gives to the human being and our 
present system must find a solution of this great human 
problem. 

Industry also is much more cordial today than ever 
before toward the problem involved in minimizing industrial 
controversy. It is recognized that if you have the sympathy 
and understanding of the workmen, the esprit de corps of 
an organization will be much better, work will go more 
smoothly, the material results accomplished will be greater, 
and the human satisfaction to all concerns vastly increased. 

As business is organized today, most companies have a

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large number of shareholders to whom they report periodi- 
cally as to the results of operations, and there is every reason 
why the workingmen should be kept informed of the devel- 
opment of the business so that they also can see whitherward 
it is tending. This has been accomplished in many instances 
with marked success by having the representatives of the 
men meet with the management for the purpose of discussing 
various problems as they arise, so that the men will have a 
general understanding as to the business of the company. 
One of the gratifying results has been the increased satis- 
faction on the part of the workingmen, and the largely de- 


‘creased turnover of labor, partly because of this. 


There is still much to be done and the most hopeful aspect 
of the problem is that management and men are approaching 
it more open-mindedly.

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General Grant and Sequoia National Parks, the home of 


the Sequoia Gigantea, the largest redwood trees in the world, 
offer a variety of scenery and attraction which cannot be 
equaled, according to the touring bureau of the National 
Automobile Club. Each park has its own individual charm 
and while more time may be spent in Sequoia National Park, 
General Grant Park, one of the gateways to the Kings River 
Canyon country, should not be eliminated. 

General Grant National Park was created to preserve 
the General Grant Sequoia, which is 35 feet in diameter and 
264 feet high, also the magnificent grove of redwoods sur- 
rounding the leader. 

After viewing the scenery of General Grant, thence con- 
tinuing to Sequoia National Park with its giant forest in 
which is located the General Sherman tree, the “oldest and 
largest living thing,” one feels that there is little left in the 
way of nature’s wonders to be seen. 

There are approximately 5000 Sequoia redwood trees in 
the Giant Forest Grove, of which four hundred exceed ten 
feet in diameter. The three largest trees in the grove are the 
General Sherman, height 270.9 feet, diameter 36.5 feet; the 
Abraham Lincoln tree, height 270 feet, diameter 31 feet, and 
the William McKinley, height 291 feet, diameter 28 feet. 
In addition to the Giant Forest Grove, there are eleven other 
groves, with a total of over 9000 Sequoia redwoods, over goo 
of which exceed ten feet in diameter.

What Happened to Girls in Childs Who Had a Bonus, to Textile 
Workers Who Were Given Welfare Work, and to Packing 
House Workers Who “Enjoyed Pensions’’ 


Three recent events in widely separated industries and 
localities will drive home more swiftly than any sermon the 
defenselessness of unorganized workers, even when their 
employment is on a higher plane than that of the average 
exploiter of labor. Let the facts speak: 


Founder of Childs Restaurant Dies; All Employees Lose 
Time-Honored Bonus 


Samuel S. Childs, head of a vast chain of restaurants, 
with employees numbering well over 5,000, died recently 
after making a fortune out of a new type of eating establish- 
ment that began as “the poor man’s restaurant” and ended 
“as the restaurant where only a rich man could afford to eat 
regularly,” judging by some of the prices. 

Various attempts were made to organize these employees. 
One of the obstacles was the well intrenched bonus system, 
the waitresses sacrificing a standard wage for the promise of 
a bonus which they got year after year. 

If the girls worked thirty days continuously they received 
a bonus. Where the wage averaged about 30 cents an hour

the “gift” they received at the end of the month amounted to 
from $10 to $15. Out of this they contributed 50 cents a 
week by a check-off system to an insurance fund. Millions 
were collected in the course of years to provide medical atten- 
tion for them in cases of sickness. 

The plan, based entirely on the good will of one man, kept 
the girls from trying to help themselves. It served also to 
tie them to their jobs in the hope of getting the deferred pay- 
ment, the bonus. 

Then the good employer died. Immediately the enor- 
mously wealthy restaurant company cut out the bonus and 
notice was posted on the bulletin boards to that effect. Nearly 
20 per cent of the employees’ wages was thus clipped off. 

What recourse have they? None. What the good em- 
ployer gives in the form of a bonus, he can also take away. 


Head of the Woolen Trust Is Ousted; Company Discontinues 
Welfare Systems

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American Woolen Trust of Lawrence, Mass., and other New 
England mill towns, was recently removed as president of 
that company. 

Soon after the 1919 strike he had established welfare 
work in his big Lawrence mill. There, among Portuguese, 
Italian, Greek, Belgian, Irish and American workers various 
substitutes for trade unionism were provided, including sum- 
mer camps for employees’ children at the company’s expense, 
employment service and Americanization work. 

Mr. Wood, ex-mill worker, had visions of doing some- 
thing for his employees although he bitterly resisted letting 
them do anything for themselves. He bought large tracts, 
built a community of workers’ homes, planned to run laun- 
dries, dairies and lumber companies to make it easier for the 
underpaid textile workers to meet expenses. 

Company loyalty was stressed in a bulletin for the woolen 
mill workers. The hundred and one notions of a good man 
handing something to less fortunate ones were tried. 

Then Mr. Wood was ousted. The new president an- 
nounces hereaiter the American Woolen Company will “de- 
vote its time to the manufacture of woolen goods.” 

The company houses are to be sold at auction, the welfare 
plans have been scrapped, Americanization work has been 
dropped, nurses and physicians in company pay will no longer 
make the rounds, all the efforts at humanitarianism have been 
dropped. 

The Woolen Trust is now out in the open with “business 
is business”’ as its slogan.

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Workers Sacrifice Millions for Pensions 

The employees of Morris & Co., meat packers, contributed 
three per cent of their wages for pensions in their old age. 
They lost millions in wages by not taking better jobs, clinging 
to the company, refusing to strike for fear of imperiling their 
pensions. They grew old in the service, expecting their re- 
ward. In their old age they were abandoned. 

Morris & Co. sold out to the Armour interests in turn ab- 
sorbed by eastern bankers whose interests were solely the 
profits. The pensioners fought for redress in the courts and 
it was denied. 

It was held that pensions, bonuses, welfare work, and in- 
surance can be discontinued at any time at the employer’s 
pleasure. 

Circuit Judge Ryner ruled that the pension was a volun 
tary gift the employer could take away any time and not a 
contract. Like a bonus, the employer could disqualify anyone 
from enjoying it and exact full compliance with any whim 
he might have. 

It was shown by the workers’ counsel that the employees 
had sacrificed millions in deferred wages that they might get 
the pensions, that they had paid many times over for the gifts 
they expected as a reward in their old age. The pensions 
ceased and the transaction was sanctioned by the court. Thus 
was the curtain rung down on an industrial tragedy, with 
trusting workers the victims. 


I see no remedy for despair but some form of profoundly 
attending to one’s own business.—Stuart P. Sherman.

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A WORLD PARLIAMENT OF LABOR 


By LEIFUR MAGNUSSON, American Representative International Labor 
Office, Washington, D. C. 
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The labor office at Geneva is a permanent administrative 
and research body, analogous to the Department of Labor in 
the American Government. It is the fact-finding agency, so 
necessary because the only effective and practical sanction 
which the organization has is the appeal to fact and the ability 
to harmonize on a basis of justice the interests of employer 
and worker. 

Without going into the administrative principles involved 
in the organization of the office, it is sufficient to indicate that 
the office is organized into six principal divisions, subdivided 
into certain sections and services, as follows: General Direc- 
torate; Administrative Division; Editorial and Translation; 
Diplomatic Division (General Conventions, Legal, and Mi- 
gration Sections); Research Division, with its Statistical, 


Legislative, Industrial Relations, Unemployment, Health and 


Safety, Social Insurance and Agricultural Sections and Ser- 
‘ices: Intelligence and Liaison Division, consisting of the 
Library, the Employers’, Workers’, and Co-operative Ser- 
vices, together with national representatives to collate and 
present the industrial and labor information coming from 
certain countries or groups of countries. 

The staff of the office numbers over 350 workers, repre- 
senting some thirty different nationalities, recruited by a sys- 
tem of international civil service. There is an actual shop, or

A staff provident or retirement 
fund is now in process of establishment, to carry out which 
five per cent of the salary of each staff beneficiary is de- 
ducted monthly; a like amount, under certain conditions, is 
contributed for each beneficiary by the league. 

From the director of the office, Mr. Albert Thomas, the 
former Minister of Munitions in the French War Cabinet, 
down to the humblest individual in the organization, there 
is a spirit devoted to a cause. The staff works together har- 
moniously, despite the barrier of race and language and 
despite the many complexities which may arise from the fact 
that all publications and work of the office must find expres- 
sion in two languages, English and French. 

The library of the International Labor Office contains 
over 135,000 books, periodicals and pamphlets, and is prob- 
ably the largest labor research library in the world. 

There is in progress of construction at the present time, 
and now under roof, a new building of four stories for hous- 
ing the entire labor organizations, a structure which when 
completed will cost $579,000. Various governments’, work- 
ers’ and employers’ organizations in different countries are 
donating for this new edifice materials, rugs, paintings and 
memorial tributes of various kinds.

The First International Conference of Government 
Labor Statisticians was called under the auspices of the 
office in October, 1923. A second such conference will con- 
vene this spring at Geneva. Here the purpose is to get the 
best considered views of the labor statisticians of the various 
government departments, whether or not these governments 
are members of the labor organization. The conference is 
purely a technical one, asked to assist in the matter of stand- 
ardizing the presentation of statistical data. 


LABOR AND EMPLOYERS. 

The labor representatives who come to the conferences 
are drawn almost wholly from the national trade union fed- 
erations which are associated in the International Federa- 
tion of Trade Unions, having its headquarters at Amster- 
dam. The so-called Christian Trade Unions have also been 
represented from some countries at the conference, and have 
participated in commission work. Likewise the Fascist 
unions in Italy have participated in the work. There are in 
the office staff members nominated or recommended by the 
federations in different countries. Those organizations affili- 
ated with Moscow have kept entirely apart from the office. 

The International Federation of Employers and its na- 
tional federations have taken an active and influential share 
in naming delegates to the conference, sitting on commis-

sions and on the governing body of the office. The director 
in his last annual report views sympathetically the centrali- 
zation of employers’ organizations. ‘‘The more powerful,” 
he says, “such organizations are in every country, the more 
they can assist in the organization and constructive work on 
which the application of social legislation depends.” 

THE BUDGET. 

The budget of the office amounts to, roughly, $1,368,000 
tor the coming year. This is only 17 per cent of the appro- 
priations for the American Department of Labor during the 
last fiscal year. 

LABOR LEGISLATION, 

It would be quite fatuous to attempt to summarize in this 
brief article the terms of the international labor code which 
has been hammered out under the auspices of the Interna- 
tional Labor Organization. The six conferences have elabo- 
rated sixteen draft conventions and twenty-one recom- 
mendations. 

The sixteen draft conventions, all of which were adopted 
by the first three conferences, had come into force at the end 
of 1924, having each been ratified by two or more member 
states, as called for. The principal work now is to secure an 
increasing number of ratifications. 

Despite the natural pride of nationalism, and the in- 
evitable if not irrepressible conflict of employer and worker, 
there have been secured one hundred and sixty-three actual 
or authorized ratifications of draft conventions. Besides, rec-

There is no blinking the fact that the gross total of rati- 
fications is not as large as it might be, and, most important 
of all, the large industrial states have not ratified the eight- 
hour convention. But after all there is in this admission an 
amount of unnecessary cavilling because the eight-hour day 
is a practically recognized fact in the leading industrial coun- 
tries of the world. Besides, the conventions on unemploy- 
ment and night work of women and young persons have 
been accepted by the most important industrial states whose 
adherence, the director of the labor office points out in his

ing Wage earners; favoring important institutions and facil- 
ities for the utilization of spare time of workers. 

Astonishingly few elements which would appear in any 
national code of labor laws are lacking in this telescoped 
catalog of draft conventions and recommendations. Much, 
however, remains to be done in the way of securing rattfica- 
tion and the filling in of details. There is, at any rate, at 
hand an organization prepared to continue the work. That 
organization still retains as active and faithful members 
those states which joined it at the start. Others have come 
in from time to time. The great organizations of workers 
and employers who embarked with it have continued their 
support and sympathy. In place of diplomatic obstacles and 
bureaucratic negligence placed in the way of the office at its 
inception, the states tend increasingly to inform the office of 
their own accord of the action they have taken under the 
draft conventions and recommendations. The national action 
of the states in the field of social legislation is being con- 
sciously linked with the efforts of the office. The office at 
Geneva no longer stands apart. from the stream of social 
legislation. A true international spirit in social reform has 
been developed through the machinery of co-operation pro- 
vided by the organization.

“One method 
was to go to some prominent store, make a purchase of two 
articles, and then later return one by mail with a letter asking 
that a check be sent me far the amount due me. In all my ex- 
perience I never failed to get a check. I frequently answered 
advertisements of ‘substantial companies and carefully made 
and error of two or three dollars in the remittance. Invaria- 
bly, without my asking, a check came back for the difference. 
Although these checks were written on safety paper and with 
a check writing machine, I never had any difficulty in raising 
them. Because they were the checks of well-known firms I 
had no trouble in cashing them.”

There capital- 
ism is regarded by one class as a monster always to be at- 
tacked, and labor, by the other class, as an element of the 
population which must be held in check. In England the 
situation, while somewhat different, is nearly as bad in its 
operation. The British Labor Party is a Socialist Party, 
and so many of its important leaders are Bolshevists that it 
is difficult to classify them. But the American labor move- 
ment is neither Socialist nor Bolshevist, thank God! 

True, there is a small percentage of each of these sub- 
versive groups in certain labor organizations outside of the 
American Federation of Labor. Fortunately, however, they 
exert little influence upon American labor as a whole. We 
came to realize during the late World War what a bulwark 
of strength to the United States was its great American Fed- 
eration of Labor, with millions of members, under the lead- 
ership of Samuel Gompers and the splendid executive com- 
mittee, every one of whom was famous as a leader of men, 
and beyond that, knew full well that ours is the best govern- 
ment on earth. I need not tell you that we have many thou- 
sands of Bolshevists in this country who are looking forward 
to the day when they hope to seize and divide among them- 
selves, as thieves do loot, the wealth of this country, which 
is the fruit of your labors and the ancestors who have gone 
before you. But they have never received any comfort what- 
ever from the members of the American Federation of Labor 
in this country. The evidence of their steadfastness for our 
form of government is on every hand. But the most striking

How many parents know what to do when Jack or Mary 
has a temper tantrum? A fit of jealousy? A fear of the dark, 
or new faces, or new activities? A capricious dislike of 
necessary foods?

How many parents who wouldn’t think of giving castor 
oil for every physical ailment, have only one method of 
treatment—a don’t—for every bad habit?

Perhaps these questions will suggest themselves to moth- 
ers and fathers who read the latest bulletin of the Children’s 
Bureau of the United States Department of Labor. 

This bulletin is called “Child Management” and is writ- 
ten for the bureau by Dr. D. A. Thom, an authority on men- 
tal hygiene. Dr. Thom organized “habit clinics” for chil- 
dren in Boston, and has general charge of eight such clinics 
established by the Massachusetts State Division of Mental 
Hygiene. 

“Child Management” is the first publication of its kind 


issued by the Children’s Bureau. It brings to the average 
parent in simple and practical form the results of modern 
research in the mental hygiene field, just as the bureau’s pam- 
phlets on prenatal, infant and child care, which have reached 
a circulation of nearly four and a half million, have brought 
to mothers and fathers the results of the research of medi- 
cal and health specialists. 

It is hard to overestimate the importance of emotions and 
mental attitudes in the happiness of the child and, later, in

As Dr. Thom says, “There is no finer or more important 
job than being a parent.”” His advice to parents can be sum- 
marized as follows: 

Don’t be oversolicitous. Children may become self-cen- 
tered and develop imaginary complaints simply because 
illness is looked for. 

Don’t “baby” your children too much. The child who is 
closely tied to his mother’s apron strings is deprived of the 
chance of learning how to live with his neighbors. 

Don’t try to give your children everything they happen 
to demand. Very early in life the child must learn that 
things cannot be his simply because he desires them. 

Don’t bribe. So often we hear, “Now, Johnny, be a good 
boy and mother will give you a penny.” Soon Johnny will 
no longer be satisfied with one penny and must have two 
or three. 

Don’t cheat. Frequently parents will misrepresent or lie 
to keep a child quiet or gain a desired result. Suddenly they | 
waken to the fact that their child has no regard for the truth 
and wonder why. 

Don’t make meaningless threats. “Be good or the doc- 
tor will cut your tongue out,” or “Be quiet or I’'ll lick you,” 
may do one of two undesirable things: control the child 
through terror, which is disastrous, or breed contempt for 
parents whose threats are never fulfilled. 

Don’t talk about or laugh at children in their presence. 
Self-consciousness is harmful and quickly developed.

Positive “Do's” to parents are summed up by Dr. Thom 
in the following: 

“To the child the parent should be companion, friend and 
confidant. The mental ability of the parents, their control of 
their emotions, their interests, particularly their interest in 
the child, their ambitions or lack of them, their moral stand- 
ards—these all determine what the child shall make out of 
the endowment that nature has given him. Some parents 
who read to their children or tell them stories and answer 
their questions in an interesting and intelligent manner, 
though they do not alter the children’s intellectual equipment, 
do furnish a rich soil in which the children may develop, and 
thus affect very much the point which their development may 
reach. Parents can even determine what kind of atmos- 
phere the child’s mind shall grow in—one of discontent, 
wrangling, deceit and hate, or one of cheerfulness, sincerity 
and love.”

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There is one factor in the present status of production for 
proft only, which is consistently overlooked even by critics 
of the According to Secretary of Commerce 
Hoover, American industry is fifty per cent overdeveloped. 
which means that by operating half time, our industrial es- 
tablishments can produce all that the market, that is, the pur- 
chasing power of the country, can absorb. As a result of 
this situation, it becomes much more the concern of industrial 
management to restrict output than increase the same. 

The mad rush to produce more has, therefore, given 
way to the power and more leisurely policy of increasing net 
earnings by curtailing production. For it is obvious that it 
is more profitable to await increased demands with rising 
prices than to overload the market, and run the chances of 
selling at a loss. In other words, unemployment instead of 
being sporadic and incalculable, is becoming chronic and cal- 
culated as the masters of industry are directing their ener- 
gies more and more toward increasing net returns by means 
of decreased expenditures in labor power and industrial ap- 
pliances. 

Now in a situation where the stoppage of industries coin- 
cides with the interests of its owners; where it becomes 
“good business” to do no business at certain periods, what 
is there to prevent employers from encouraging if not insti- 
gating strikes among their employes at such times as may 
seem most desirable to them? 

Is it not quite possible that these astute gentlemen would 
desire to kill two birds with one stone? An industry closed 
down by fear of overproduction has little excuse for main- 
taining prohibitive prices for its product. But an industry 
aid idle by a timely strike could easily find in such a situation

weighty reasons for increasing prices, especially since it is 
an easy matter to persuade the dear public that it is all the 
fault of the unions. ; 

This seems to be a good time to keep a watchful eye on the 
strike provoker in our own ranks. He may mean well and 
on the other hand he may not. Moreover, we must never 
forget that the union spy is still an American institution, al- 
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though we may have little reason to class it among the cher- 
ished acquisitions of our land. 

On the other hand, if unemployment has become chronic, 
if masses of jobless men must be with us always, if restric- 
tion of output and the sabotage of industry on the part of the 
owners has become the established policy of production for 
profit only, then organized labor is faced by a menace that 
may well-nigh become deadly. At any rate, it seems to be 
high time that labor leaders and labor in general put on their 
thinking caps and face the world of industry with other eyes 
than those of cigar makers and shoe cobblers of half a cen- 
tury ago. 

Behind the screen of our daily life, there are forces 
moving that carry within themselves the destiny of millions 
of human souls. Is capitalism suffering from a temporary 
ailment? Or is it entering its death-bed to be destroyed 
by forces of its own creation as other economic orders were 
destroyed? And if so, what significance will this death 
struggle, slow or fast, violent or peaceful, have on the life of 
labor? Then too, what weapons are there in the mental ar- 
senals of organized toil to meet the situation? Crying “rad- 
ical” against those who are seeking a solution for the per- 
plexity of the prevailing order avails nothing in the face of 
the mighty, almost elemental transformation in the world of 
industry which is shaking the foundations of every nation, in 
which production for profit only has become the established 
order of things.

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The incorporation of labor unions is a mooted question, 
at the present stage of development of the organized labor 
movement in the United States, and no general policy or 
practice in that regard may be expected to prevail until the 
legal functions and relationships of trade unions have been 
more fully determined, both under the laws of the political 
state and under the usages and aspirations of the workers 
composing such organizations. 

The modern tendeney on the part of labor organizations 
to enter into the fields and preserves of employers, capitalists, 
business and professional men, make it not only possible but 
probable that the labor organizations some time in the future 
will find it both convenient and practical, if not necessary, 
that they assume such form of organization as has been 
developed in the felds of enterprise in which they are 
entering. 

We find that whenever labor organizations undertake to 
build a labor temple for the leasing of halls and offices to 
other organizations, or to conduct a store for the benefit of 
their own members and others, they invariably resort to 
some form of corporate organization established or recog- 
nized by the laws of the state where such enterprise is to be 
located. And labor organizations entering the fields of 
banking and insurance find that they must adopt such cor-

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porate form as is sanctioned and prescribed by law for the 
conduct of such business. 

It follows, therefore, that before any labor union decides 
whether or not to incorporate, it must first determine for 
itself the functions it intends to perform, and then learn the 
laws relating thereto in the state where it intends to operate. 

In the beginning of its life, any organization can have 
but a hazy concept of its purposes and functions, and the 
rights and responsibilities growing out of the relations it is 
creating between its members, employers, the general public,

these functions, rights and obligations become gradually 
fixed and understood, and out of this condition of better 
knowledge and comprehension of its possible and legitimate 
development, the trade union gradually assumes that form 
of organization that corresponds best to its practices and 
ideals in functioning as a labor organization. 

The corporate form of ownership, management and 
control is an invention of civilization to facilitate and simplify 
human co-operation in social affairs. It is as useless to 
condemn big business for transacting its affairs through a 
corporate staff, as it is for an employer to condemn his 
employees for transacting their common aims through a 
certain form of labor organization. In either case, it is the 
manner in which the form of management is exercised, the 
purposes it is seeking to accomplish, that constitutes the 
criterion by which to judge the value or harm of the spirit 
that animates the organization. Form is but like a suit of 
clothes that has little or nothing to do with the human and 
spirityal character of the man, excepting as it conforms 
more or less to the conditions and exigencies of the man 
who wears it. Overalls are essential to the mechanic, but 
an anachronism, affectation, or worse, in the case of a book- 


keeper or banker. Form has a relative but not an absolute

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connection or association with the business which it is to 
serve and support. 

Form, however, depends, in a civilized state, where rela- 
tions are infinitely varied and complex, upon the character, 
nature or provisions of the laws that are to govern the 
operation of the business using it. Just as a central labor 
body finds its necessary to adopt a constitution and by-laws 
different from that of any of its affiliated unions, because 
performing functions that the individual unions as such can- 
not perform, so, for the same reason, a labor union con- 
ducting a scheme of insurance or business, must assume a 
form of organization and management different from that 
used by a labor union not intending to embark in any such 
enterprise. And where a labor union, a group of unions, or 
individuals, indiscriminately connected, desire to carry on a 
common enterprise, business or profession, of any character, 
they find invariably that they cannot proceed without select- 
ing some form of organization to serve their new purpose. 
And where a labor union embarks upon some business not 
generally conducted by a labor union, it is most likely to find 
that such business, according to the laws of the political 
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Office and Salesroom: 
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state, must assume a certain form of organization prescribed 
for that particular business. 

As long as labor organizations do not define their func- 
tions, and the memberships of the unions do not possess the 
inowledge, experience and stability required to successfully 
assume and carry on new and specific functions, so long 
their present protean and inarticulate form of organization 
will exist, function and flourish, as best it can. But as it 
integrates and develops, it must gradually adapt its form 
to the new conditions. Such transformation is practical and 
possible, however, only in those cases where the new 
developments are in conformity with and not antagonistic 
to the traditional history and fundamental character of the 
organization. And this is the rock upon which every reform, 
reorganization, or change of policy or character of an organ- 
ization splits or comes harmless through the test. 

Much arguing has been done for and against unions 
incorporating. Most of this arguing has been of little im- 
portance or influence. While so far, the arguments against 
incorporation have had the wider acceptance, this result is 
due not so much to their intrinsic merit, as to the conditions 
surrounding those making them; there was little or no induce-

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machinery, so that new means must be found to deal with 
the new conditions. 

There is nothing particularly harmful or threatening to 
trade unionism in regard to the assumption of a corporate 
form of organization. In fact, the higher governing bodies 
of existing organizations, such as the general executive 
boards of national and international unions, assume in prac- 
tice and under the laws and usages of their organizations all 
the fuctions of boards of directors of business corporations, 
restricted only by specific or implied provisions of their 
respective constitutions. All that they lack is the capacity 
to sue or be sued on behalf of the organization, except as 
such right is accorded them under the statutes of a particular 
state. 

There is but one characteristic of fundamental character 
in which a corporation differs from a labor union, partner- 
ship, or voluntary association, and that is that a corporation 
is recognized by the law of the state of its creation as well 
as by the laws of every other state, as a separate legal entity 
or person from the individuals or collective membership of 
the corporation. From this fundamental attribute of a cor- 
poration, making it an artificial person separate and distinct 
from the natural persons composing it, many important legal

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consequences ensue, the most notable of which are the rights 
to make contracts, sue and be sued, have perpetual succession, 
etc. Except as they may be prohibited by law or the charter, 
the managers of corporations are free to make decisions, 
select means and do everything necessary and proper to 
further the interests of the corporation, without that constant 
supervision that is the chief characteristic of the ordinary 
labor union, and which contributes greatly to the vacillations 
in policy and neglect of opportunities in advancing their 
interests that is observable in most labor unions. 

The rights and liabilities of members of a labor union 
are generally those existing among partners, and it is mainly 
to avoid them that well regulated and functioning labor 
But the 
freedom accorded managers and boards of directors of cor- 
porations necessitate also greater care and selection of the 
responsible officials entrusted with their affairs, and one of 
the important considerations in deciding whether or not to 
incorporate will always be, can the organization find capable 
and trustworthy officials in whose hands they can entrust the 
While democratic control 
is notoriously inefficient, it is nearly always honest; and it is 


bodies favor the corporate form of organization. 
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to be expected that if the labor unions should adopt a general 
policy of incorporating, they will also seek to introduce demo- 
cratic methods of governing such corporations. 

So-called industrial unionism is, essentially, only the 
amalgamation into one of several national trade unions 
occupying the field of an industry. On no account must such 
industrial organization be confounded with the form of 
organization here discussed. Industrial unionism may or 
may not adopt a corporate form of transacting its business. 
If it should decide to incorporate, it would, much sooner than 
a national craft union doing the same thing, come under the 
legal ban of being considered a trust or monopoly and there- 
fore subject to dissolution by court procedure and its property 
placed in the hands of receivers for distribution among the 
membership. 

In this connection, it is interesting to note that the late 
Samuel Gompers, who opposed the incorporation of trade 
unions, also in recent years advocated the repeal of federal 
anti-trust legislation. Possibly he feared the interference 
of courts in trade union affairs on a much larger scale than 
by injunctions, should unions generally adopt the corporate 
form. Probably he foresaw the possibilities of trade union 
development in the line of capitalistic production and trade,

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From the days of Christopher Columbus, and even prior 
thereto, the nations bordering on the Atlantic and adjacent 
smaller seas have, as a general rule, had their various dif- 
ferences adjusted by diplomats. To be sure, successful ad- 
justments were not always made through diplomatic 
channels. Diplomats often proved their incapacity. Time 
after time resort was had to the good old-fashioned method 
of blackening each other’s eyes—in other words, futile dip- 
lomatic negotiations frequently ended in war. 

The peoples inhabiting the great countries bordering on 
the Pacific Ocean have just begun to appreciate the fact that 
crude old methods of diplomacy, if applied to their common 
problems, are likely to produce the same unsatisfactory 
results history has recorded on the shores of the Atlantic. 

The elements of the human race inhabiting the shores 
washed by the Pacific Ocean differ greatly in racial character 


and stage of development. In some countries the area 
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inhabited by the people of a political unit can not be sup- 
ported by the products of that unit, and the pressure is 
tremendous to find outlets to less crowded areas. The in- 
habitants of those more favored areas—the United States, 
Canada, Australia, ete——are resisting the influx of aliens, 
desiring to maintain their higher standards of living and

preserving the not fully occupied regions for their 
descendants. 

In order to fully appreciate the subject it is well to bear 
in mind that nearly one-half of all the human beings on 
earth live in the countries bordering on the Pacific. 

The area of the Pacific Ocean is greater than that of all 
the land in the world, and the volume of its waters is six 
times that of all the land above sea level. 

There are more than 20,000 islands in the Pacific. More- 
over, some of the islands of which we know very little besides 
the name are more like continents. For instance the island of 
Papua or New Guinea contains about as much land as Cali- 
fornia, Oregon and Washington put together. 

So there will probably be general agreement that the 
problems of the Pacific are manifold and complex—too much, 
at any rate, for ready classification. 

Throughout the world international relations have 
probably always been the most important problems affecting 
the comfort and happiness of mankind. 

But so long as distant nations could not get at each other 
easily, if at all, as long as men knew nothing about poisoning 
each other with gases set free by bombs dropped from the 
air; and when but a trifling percentage of the population 
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were actually engaged in a war; when the importance and 
the means of substituting:among nations good will for hate 
were not realized, the masses of the peoples paid very little 
attention to international bickerings unless their own coun- 
tries became involved in a quarrel. 

However, rapid and cheap communication and transport 
have made astonishing strides during recent years and, 
more than we realize, the nations of the Pacific are faced by 
problems that require understanding and adjustment. 

Having a keen appreciation of these facts, a number of 
public spirited men in Australia, Canada, China, Japan, 
Korea, New Zealand, Philippine Islands, and the United 
States have attempted to try a new adventure in promoting 
international friendship. After much preliminary work a 
conference known as the Institute of Pacific Relations met at 
Honolulu, H. T., July 1 to 15. The purpose of the conference 
was to bring together accurate information on those con- 
ditions in the several countries which mould opinion and 
feeling toward other peoples; to discuss these opinions and 
feelings that their relations may be clearly comprehended, 
and to point the way to right action which will lead to under- 


standing and peace in the Pacific. All the countries above 
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mentioned had in attendance representative men and women, 
nominated by the respective central committees. 

The first Institute of Pacific Relations was admittedly an 
experiment. But when the institute adjourned the leaders 
of the groups of nine Pacific countries which were repre- 
sented united in declaring that the meeting had been a 
definite success. 

Although only one resolution was passed in the two 
weeks’ session, and that resolution was merely a formal vote 
of thanks to the local committee and the community of Hono- 
lulu, which had entertained the- visiting members, and 
although no formal “findings” have been made, quotations 
from various members show the following as among the 
accomplishments : 

1. One hundred and eleven activ'e members representing 
nine countries, and forty associate members, were in session 
for two weeks and each of the active members was given the 
utmost opportunity to bring up any subject relating to the 
Pacific area in which she or he was interested. 

2. It-was proved that it is possible to bring together 
prominent business men, educators, publicists and others 
from the various Pacific countries and for them to speak 
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with the utmost frankness on present conditions, possible 
remedies and national policies. 


3. No international question of the Pacific area, no 
matter how delicate, was barred from presentation and dis- 
cussion. Among those subjects which were presented in 
speeches, in group discussions or as the result of questions 
were the following: 

U.S. Immigration Act of 1924; 

Japan’s Immigration Laws and restrictions on labor 

coming into the country ; 

The so-called “White Australia” policy ; 

Canada’s Immigration Policy ; 

Imperialistic policies in the Pacific; 

Religious controversies ; 

Industrialization of the Orient; 

effect on caste systems in Asia countries; 

Standards of living; 

Extra territorial rights in China; 

Recent strikes, riots and other disturbances in China; 

Foreign concessions and privileges in China; 

Meaning and effect of treaties of Pacific countries; 

Problems relative to health and education. 

These were only a few of the subjects very completely 
and frankly discussed. Many others concerning race preju- 
dice, population, trade, transportation, scientific research, 
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etc., and which are unusually in the domain of controversy, 
were brought up from time to time. 

4. It was proved that the small group meeting or “round 
table” discussion is an excellent medium for bringing out 
not only controversial points, but also definite information 
which may help to clear up the questions debated. The 
institute also used the general forum or general assembly 
method, but found perhaps its most rapid progress was made 
in the smaller group meetings. 

5. Although each country brought certain issues which 
it wished to present and situations which it wishes to have 
talked over to talk over, the presentation was not one of 
grievances. National and international issues were moder- 
ately stated and, while discussed with candor, were free 
from the spirit of nagging complaint. 

6. None of the participating groups was put on the 
defensive by attack by other groups. 

7. The members of the institute were so well satisfied 
that the results were of value that they unanimously voted 
to make the institute a permanent organization. It will con- 
tinue its work through a secretarial organization and 
through groups in each of the participating countries; 
periodical meetings will be held, probably every two years.

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The Japanese group extended a tentative invitation for 
the next meeting to be held in Japan, but it is considered 
more likely that it will again be held in Hawaii, as this is 
more centrally located and it is felt that another two years 
of experience will be wise in working out the institute idea 
on the lines laid down in this session at Honolulu. 

The two outstanding subjects were those of the U. S. 
Immigration Act, and of the situation in China today and 
possible remedy for some of the ills of the Chinese situation. 

As stated above there were no findings and no resolutions 
on any of the international subjects before the institute, but 
if anything definite developed from the discussion on the 
subject of immigration it was that each country treats immi- 
gration as a domestic question—one for that country, itself, 
to settle; and that in passing the U. S. Immigration Act of 
1924 the U. S. adhered not only to a traditional policy of its 
own, but to internationally recognized custom. 

In the same way, while no resolutions were passed con- 
cerning China, the discussion was preponderantly along the 
line that other countries must give serious heed to China’s 
demand for abolition of extra-territoriality and other foreign 
concessions.

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tribution to this by stating that they realized the necessity 
of unifying China at home in order to win foreign sentiment 
to a program of complete Chinese self-government. 

Another international conference which is on the horizon 
is that of labor representatives of various Pacific countries 
such a conference was referred to several times at the insti- 
tute. It will have no connection with the institute, except 
that of friendly co-operation, but those who attended the 
institute felt that all international co-operative enterprises 
on the Pacific hereafter will be aided by the successful ex- 
perience of this first gathering in Honolulu at which admit- 
tedly controversial questions were taken up. 

Honolulu is no stranger to international conferences. 
Half a dozen have already been held there in the past five 
years and others will be held apart from the institute meet- 
ings. These, however, have been careful to avoid contro- 
versial subjects, whereas the Institute of Pacific Relations 
was established very largely to take up these various subjects 
and attack them in a spirit of co-operative discussion. It is 
realized that to allow these controversial matters to drift 
without general notice or to allow them to be handled solely

Indeed, perhaps, the most far-reach- 
ing and important result may be in the fact that this first 
institute will be advertised and reviewed by various methods 
of publicity to millions of people in the Pacific area and in 
countries back of the Pacific Basin.

(2) The average amount of electricity used per house- 
hold, as its cost decreases, continues to increase. 
(3) The number of consumers continue to increase, as 


the cheapness of electricity encourages increases in the num- 
ber of uses to which the householder puts it. 

This is true of the entire State (Province) of Ontario. 
The City of Toronto furnishes a typical example in point.

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Toronto householders in 1912, under private ownership, 
were paying for electricity, 8 cents a kw. hr., plus a meter 
charge of 25 cents, about what California householders are 
still paying. 

The publicly-owned plant opened for business in Toronto 
in 1913. Rates for electricity used in the homes were at 
once reduced approximately 50 per cent or from 8 cents plus 
to 4.4 cents per kw. hr. The number of consumers jumped 
from 11,441 in 1912 to 16,519 in 1913. 

In 1914 the rate showed a slight increase over that of 
1913, being fixed at 4.5 cents. The number of consumers 
increased during this second year of the municipal plant 
almost 50 per cent, reaching a total of 23,181. 

In 1915, when the rate took a further drop to 3.9 cents, 
the number of consumers went up to 29,724. Two years 
later, in 1917, the rate dropped below 3 cents, being fixed 
at 2.7 cents for that year. The number of consumers went 
up to 41,358 and the average monthly consumption per house- 
holder increased from 25 kw. hrs. used in 1913 to 34 kw. hrs. 

From the 2.7 cents rate of 1917, there was a steady de- 
crease until in 1923 the rate went below 2 cents, 
being fixed that year at 1.9 cents, at which figure it remained 
during 1924.

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At the 1.9 cents rate, the average amount of electricity 
used per household consumer was, in 1924, 81 kw. hrs. as 
against 25 in 1913, when the publicly-owned plant was 
opened, an increase of more than 200 per cent. The number 
of household consumers was 110,169 in 1924, as against 
16,519 in 1913, an increase of approximately 600 per cent. 

Although the amount of electricity used per household in 
1924 is more than three times the amount used in 1913, the 
householder’s average bill, because of constantly decreasing 
rates, has increased less than one-fourth, being $1.53 in 
1924, as against $1.25 in 1913. The average household bill 
decreased steadily until 1916, when it was only 89 cents, the 
average amount of electricity used remaining almost sta- 
tionary, 25 kw. hrs. in 1913 and 29 in 1916. From 1917 the 
effect of tee rates was seen in the increased use of the com- 
modity, until in 1924, the average used monthly per house- 
hold consumer was 81 kw. hrs.—nearly three times the 
amount he used in 1916—for which he paid $1.53. 

Comparison of the figures with your own bill for elec- 
tricity paid to a privately-owned power company will give 
you some understanding why the power monopoly has op- 
posed the California Water and Power Act with unlimited 
dollars and unstinted misrepresentation.

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the scores, even by the hundreds? Not at all, says the calm, 
cold column of figures. On the contrary, the municipal 
plants have increased from 2,318 in 1917 to 2,581 in 1922, a 
gain of 263 plants, or 11.3 per cent in five years. Moreover 
the percentage of municipal plants has increased from 35.43 
per cent of the whole number in 1917 to 40.6 in 1922. 

It is the privately owned plants that are losing ground, so 
far as numbers are concerned. For while the municipal 
plants have increased 263 in number the private plants have 
actually decreased 449 in the five-year period; and while the 
municipal plants have increased 11.3 per cent during the 
period the private plants have decreased 10.6. 

Nor has there been any such alarming losses or failures 
of municipal plants as have been trumpeted abroad by the 
propagandists of the power companies. In only to of the 48 
states has the number of municipal plants decreased at all 
during the period of 1917-1922. 

REMARKABLE GAINS 

In this connection it is interesting to note that the gains 
made by some of the states are almost astonishing. Nebraska 
leads the list with 76 more municipal plants in 1922 than in 
1917. That is a gain of 51 per cent in 5 years. It doesn’t look 
as though municipal ownership is dying out in Nebraska. 

Kansas comes next with a gain of 29 plants or 15.6 per 
cent in 1922 over 1917. Then comes South Dakota with a 
gain of 23 plants; Minnesota 22; Florida 21; North Dakota 
19; North Carolina 17; Colorado 11; Mississippi 9; Louisi- 
ana 8; Idaho and Utah combined 8; with the others having 
smaller increases and five of the states just holding their own.

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It is true that here and there a municipal plant has gone 
over from public to private ownership. The 1922 census has 
not yet given us its findings as to the exact number of muni- 
cipal plants that have gone over to private ownership or the 
number of private plants that have gone the other way. But 
so far as we can discover there are only about 45 municipal 
plants that have gone over to private ownership while several 
hundred plants seem to have gone the other way. So as 
nearly as we can make out, for every municipal plant that has 
gone over to private ownership during 1917 to 1922 at least 
6 private plants have gone the other way. 


STORIES OF FAILURES DISPROVEN 


So, then, what becomes of the blatant boast of the propa- 
gandists of the private power companies so persistently pub- 
lished broadcast that municipal ownership is always and 
everywhere a failure and municipal plants by the scores and 
by the hundreds are being given up, sold, abandoned, junked 
or turned over to the private power companies? 

It is absolutely and completely disproven. The 2,318 
municipally owned light and power plants, not including the 
government hydro-electric steam and oil power plants, that 
were operating in 1917 have not only not been given up, aban- 
doned or turned over to the alleged superior efficiency and 
economy of private ownership but have held their own—yes, 
and have actually increased in number to 2,581. 

The private power companies and their apologists make 
much of the fact that the municipal plants produce only a rel- 
atively small proportion, only 4 per cent in 1917, of the total 
power service of the country. But this only means that the 
private companies have the bulk of the business in the larger 
places, in other words the cream of the business, where costs 
are least and profits the greatest. 

And in view of these facts the success, persistence and 
growth of municipal ownership is all the more proof of the 
superior efficiency and economy and general advantage of the 
principle and practice of public ownership in this field.

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WAGES 


By JOHN P. FREY, President Ohio State Federation of Labor 
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What wages should labor receive? Who should deter- 
mine the wages to be paid? No one has yet given a satisfac- 
tory answer. The economist, the employer, the public, the 
reformer, the legislators, have all taken a hand in considering 
the question. Many wonderful and fearful, as well as im- 
practical theories and suggestions have been made. But no 
definite, generally accepted standard, rule or measure, has 
been proposed. 

Weare told that labor is entitled to a fair wage. We can 
all agree to this, but it means nothing unless a satisfactory 
2 authority can be secured or established which will determine 

what a fair wage is. We are also told that labor is entitled to 

a living wage. Another meaningless phrase, for what might 

be a living wage under the turpentine camp worker’s stand- 
- ard of living would be a starvation wage for the mechanic liv- 
ing in the large city. 

It is difficult to formulate a statement which would define 
the amount of wages which labor should receive. A work- 
man should receive a wage which is a full and complete re- 
turn for the value which his labor has created. 

The principle involved is easy to understand, and there is 
certainly no difficulty in stating it, but no one has yet been 
able to determine just how much wealth any workman creates

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the value or wealth which labor creates as the result of a 
day’s work is a more or less unstable quantity. A molder 
may create, as a result of’his labor, $25 worth of value in a 
day. A change in business conditions may make that day’s 
work worth $35 next month, or possibly the castings pro- 
duced, within a month or so may have no value except as 
scrap, because there is no further use for that kind of casting. 

Ten thousand men might spend ten years in building a 
railroad system, and while they were doing this thousands of 
metal working mechanics might be building the cars and 
locomotives with which the road was to be operated. After 
this system was completed it might be found that there was 
so little business to be carried over the line that it could not 
earn any profit, could not remain in operation, and the entire 
investment might prove a loss. 
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Many oiher illustrations could be given to indicate how 
impossible it is to determine the actual value or wealth which 
labor creates. The statement that a workman should receive 
a full and complete return for the value which his labor cre- 
ates is unquestionably sound, and based upon justice, but the 
complete recognition of this principle would still leave the 
question of what labor should receive in wages unsettled. 

There are some smug individuals who desire to see labor 
receive a just reward so that wage-earners will be content to 
toil without too much questioning on their part as to what 
they are entitled to for their services to society, and these 
individuals were among those who favored labor’s receiving

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: a living wage, something which would permit labor to main- 
tain the standard of living which it now enjoys. 

But labor is not satisfied with its present standard of liv- 
ing, and labor's dissatisfaction is a healthful condition for 
labor itself and for the country as a whole. Labor not only 
creates wealth but produces value in the industries, and in 


commerce this wealth is of little value to the nation unless 
labor can use and consume it. Unless the wage-earner’s 
wages enable him to buy the product of other workmen, the 
value which he creates through his labor becomes a menace 
to the country, for the wealth accumulates into the hands of 
a few. The inore the laborer can use and consume, the more 
he can buy end make use of, the smaller the army of unem- 
ployed and the more prosperous the nation’s industry and 


commerce. 

The wages which labor receives will be determined partly 
. by the value which the workman creates through his labor,

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of helping to destroy his trade union; for the 
purpose of attempting to make him believe that if 
he strikes against the company, he is striking 
against his own interests, and for the purpose af 
keeping him from asking for any increase in wages 
or betterment of working conditions, or anything 
else that might increase the expense of operation. 
It is a fad started by the employers in order to 
keep their men out of the unions, and was first 
put into operation by the steel trust. 


There are thousands and thousands of stock- 
holders in the steel industry, but half a dozen indi- 
viduals may own as much stock, or even more 
stock, than ten thousand workers. If a worker 
purchases four or five shares of stock on the in- 
stallment plan he is told that the company, because 
it is so interested in his welfare, is willing to make 
a sacrifice and sell him stock at a much lower 
price, perhaps three dollars lower than the market 
price. For instance, if the stock is selling for 
$103 per share on the New York Exchange, the 
company may sell it to the worker for $100 a share, 
but don’t forget, the $3, over and above, is in- 
flation, and the stock at any time is not worth 
more than the company’s price of $100 a share. 
Again, the company must guarantee six per cent 
interest on the stock, but that guarantee depends 
on the earnings of the stock. It is true that the 
stock certificates may say that the dividends are 
cumulative, but this also means that it is entirely 
dependent upon the earnings of the company. If 
the board of directors of the company should 
stop the dividends for ten years and the company 
should then go out of business, or fail, the stock-

holders would not receive anything. Guaranteed, 
or cumulative, dividends only mean that if the 
company passes the dividend one year and it 
makes sufficient money in years to come, it shall 


pay the passed dividend, but if the company still 


fails to make the dividend, then the stockholders 
may look for their dividends, but they cannot 
recover anything. When the company goes into 
the hands of a receiver, or becomes financially 
embarrassed, the last person thought of among 
the company’s creditors is the stockholder, and, 
in some instances, the stockholders may be as- 
sessed to make up or help make up what the 
creditors have lost. 

Workers should not be fooled or deceived by 
the company’s statements that they are doing them 
a favor, or that they have their best interests at 
heart, when they sell them stock in the company 
that employs them. 

If I had money to invest I would never invest 
it with the company for which I was working. I 
would take that money to a local bank of sound 
standing and with a good record for a number of 
years and deposit it in that bank, or, if I did not 
wish to deposit it in the bank at 3%4 or 4 per cent 
interest, I would look for some municipal bonds, 
or government bonds, and invest my money where 
I knew it would be safe. Concerns paying high 
dividends are usually a gamble. The safest in- 
vestment is in real estate in a thriving commun- 
ity, and even when investing in real estate the 
advice of an expert banker will be helpful. 

There is no such thing as getting rich quick 
nowadays. There are too many sharp, clever

Last year, from government records, we find 
there were two hundred million dollars lost in 
“phoney” stock, not all “wild cat” stuff, but many 
of them supposed to be sound financial institu- 
tions, driven to the wall as a result of depression 
in business. 

Yes, brothers, it is a mistake for working men 
to buy stock from the companies by which they 
are employed. The boss is selling you stock so 
that he may keep you tied to your job, to get you 
to keep quiet and not ask for an increase in wages. 

Trade unions were established to get working 
men better wages and shorter working hours and 
better working conditions generally, and after you 
get your money, when you have earned it, it be- 
longs to you to do with it as you please and there 
is no one to compel you to put it back into the 
business, and I trust that the membership of our 
locals will not be foolish enough to make such an 
investment.

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the decision of the Cuyahoga Court of Appeals in 
the Cleveland street car case and the refusal of the 
State Supreme Court to review that decision. 

The court, in this case, declared that a trade 
union agreement, calling for exclusive employment 
of union men was against public policy. 

Contract is Held Void and Illegal. 

The court said: 

“Contracts by which an employer agrees to em- 
ploy only union labor are contrary to public policy 
when they take in an entire industry of any con- 
siderable proportions in a community so that 
they operate generally in that community to pre- 
vent or seriously deter craftsmen from working 
at their craft or workmen from obtaining em- 
ployment under favorable conditions without 
joining a union. And such was the contract here, 
and it must necessarily be held to be in conflict 
with the public policy of our law, and illegal and 
void.” 

Ohio trade unionists are aroused over the de- 
cision. They look upon it as a severe blow at 
trade unionism and the freedom of action of 
workers to protect their rights and interests and 
to work for their advancement. 

Decision Violates Public Policy. 
“The action taken by both courts,” said the 

Federation’s protest and warning, “is in flag-

The declaration goes on to point out the public 
approval of collective bargaining and then brings 
clearly to light a most important and crucial 
point: 

“It is only through such methods and the re- 
lationship they establish that the principles and 
practice of self-government can be applied to the 
solution of those human problems constantly aris- 
ing in industry in the same manner as the princi- 
ples and practice of democracy are employed by 
free men for their self-government as citizens of 
the community and the nation.”

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those attorneys employed by anti-union employers 
for the purpose of making trade unionism impossi- 
ble, and of devising ways and means by which 
the wage earners’ right to collective bargaining 
could be nullified through the application of legal 
quibble.” 

Labor further says the decision “is in violation 
of the spirit, purpose and intent of our basic 
American institutions” and “is in violation of 
every concept of equality of rights and opportuni- 
ties between free men”—a decision “which prop- 
erly belongs in the company of those handed down 
by British courts during the medieval period” and 
a “mockery of a human right won by the founders 
of our country.” 


Labor Will Defend Rights. 


Ohio labor declares to the publie that this de- 
cision is “a direct blow to the right of effective 
voluntary association,” but it does not propose 
to abandon any degree of that right. In fact, 
the official Ohio labor declaration constitutes a 
direct and open challenge in these words: 

“If a judicial decree, by the stroke of a pen, is 
to hold that an agreement between the members 
of a trade union and an employer which provides 
that none but members of the union will be em- 
ployed, is illegal and null and void, then labor, 
the trade union movement, which has been the 
foremost force in preserving and defending the 
wage earners’ rights guaranteed by the Constitu- 
tion, will find a way to protect itself.”

After 55 years of continuous production on the 
same press, the “Inyo Independent,” one of the 
pioneer weekly newspapers of California, will sus- 
pend publication, if Editor Harry Glasscock, 
owner, carries out his present plans, July 9, 1925. 

Glasscock has announced that the financial bur- 
den of publishing the old paper has become too 
great, due to loss of income by the “Independent” 
since the city of Los Angeles has bought and 
dried up the farms in Owens Valley immediately 
surrounding Independence. Although the Inman 
law, providing for the method of compensating 
such damages by the City of Los Angeles, is to 
be invoked by the. property owners of Owens Val- 
iey, it has come too late to help Glasscock keep 
the old “Independent” alive. 

He announces that he will pension the old press, 
the first press brought into California, an old 
Washington hand press, now surrounded by a 
polished brass rail in the “Independent” office. 
This press was shipped from New York in 1848, 
was diverted to Baton Rouge, where it was used 
by the “Dime Catcher,” a paper that supported 
Zachary Taylor for president; reshipped to Pan- 
ama, where it was lost by the overturning of a 
barge in the Chagres river; salvaged from the 
mud, it was set up and the “Panama Herald” 
used it for a year. 

The press arrived at San Francisco in 1850 on 
a sailing ship and was used by the “Placer Times 
and Transcript” until 1851, when it was sent to 
San Diego for the new “San Diego Herald,” the 
paper for which ‘John Phoenix’, who founded 
American humorous writing, wrote his now fa- 
mous “Phoenixiana”. The Mormon settlement at 
San Bernardino bought it and used it until Brig- 
ham Young recalled all “saints” back to “Zion,” 
when it was packed in a wagon and dragged 
across the deserts and mountains to Aurora, Ne- 
vada, a boom mining camp where a young re- 
porter named Sam Clemens, who was to become 
famous as “Mark Twain” began his literary career.

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A staunch Union paper, the “Aurora Times,” its 
editor and its press, were guarded by loyal shot- 
gun deputies during civil war days. 

When Aurora fell, the old press was again 
loaded on a wagon and was hauled to Independ- 
ence, where on July 9, 1870, it turned off the first 
issue of the “Inyo Independent,” a duty it has 
performed without intermission weekly since that 
date. 

Glasscock is disconsolate over the necessity for 
suspending the old weekly; but there seems to be 
no help for it. Independence has declined from 
day to day ever since Los Angeles bought up the 
water rights and diverted the water into the aque- 
duct. From the “Independent” office wagons and 
trucks loaded with household goods can be seen 
almost daily, the farmers and pioneers once more 
taking up the trek in search for a new home. The 
school houses that once resounded with the laugh- 
ter of children now echo the lonely howl of prowl- 
ing coyotes, the churches are vacant, the ranch 
homes and their pretty gardens are going to ruin. 
The old weekly, that thundered and declaimed at 
the wrongs of its subscribers, is about to follow 
them into oblivion. And Glasscock, who is a two- 
handed fighter himself, is sad, as are his many 
friends in Owens Valley who have tried bravely 
to help him keep the time honored old press busy.

Eyesight is one of the most important phases 
in the safe operation of a motor car. Many a 
driver becomes a hazard to others on the road 
when he fails to assure himself at frequent periods 
that he himself is possessed of normal vision. 

A large proportion of accidents may be traced 
to imperfect vision, according to the safety first 
bureau of the National Automobile Club, and this 
is a cause which can well be eliminated, provided 
the individual motorist is required to pass certain 
tests in securing a driver’s license. If, however, 
he is already possessed of such license, the respon- 
sibility of eyesight examinations must rest with

Frequently impaired vision is unno- 
ticed by the individual and the hazard therefore 
lurks in the background until it reappears in a 
moment of danger and often provides the addi- 


tional handicap that results in accident. 

An eye test of the individual driver is just as 
important as the adjustment of headlights or 
brakes. The individual motorist can add a great 
deal to his own protection by submitting himself 
to a test of vision. For it is the eyes, after all, 
that are the most important organs in the proper 
handling of a motor car. Be sure that your eyes 
are one hundred per cent normal. An ounce of

of the League of Nations. Only such persons are 
elected as obtain an absolute majority in each. 

At the first election, one American, John Bas- 
sett Moore, was nominated and elected a member 
of the Court. 

The jurisdiction of the Court, except under the 
optional clause, comprises only cases referred to 
it by the parties or especially provided for by 
treaties and conventions in force (i.e., where an 
arbitration treaty provides for submission of con- 
troversies to the World Court). The provision for 
optional jurisdiction is contained in Section 36 of 
the statute and provides that any nation or nations 
may declare that they recognize as compulsory 
ipso facto and without special agreement, either 
unconditionally or on condition of reciprocity on 
the part of other states or for a certain time, the 
jurisdiction of the Court in relation to any other 
state accepting the same obligation, in any or all 
of the following cases: 

(a) The interpretation of a treaty. 

(b) Any question of international law. 

(c) The existence of any fact which, if estab- 
lished, would constitute a breach of international 
obligation. 

(d) The nature or extent of the reparation to be 
made for the breach of an international obligation. 

Article 38 provides that the law which the 
Court shall apply in its decisions shall be: 

(a) International conventions, general or par- 
ticular, establishing rules especially recognized by 
the contesting states. 

(b) International custom, as evidence of a gen- 
eral practice accepted as law.

Historical Grounds:

(3) Occasional arbitrations.

Hague Tribunal. 

The next step was necessarily to pass from a 
permanent arbitral court to a permanent true 
court of justice.

In each state the cessation of private warfare has 
been secured by the establishment of permanent 
courts of justice. 

V. (Backers of the World Court.) The entry of 
the United States into the World Court has been 
urged by the last five Presidents of the United 
States, the national platforms of the Republican 
and Democratic Parties in 1924, the present House 
of Representatives by a vote of 301 to 28, mem- 
bers of the United States Supreme Court, former 
Secretaries of State Root, Lansing and Hughes, 
the American Bar Association, the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States, National Women’s Organiza- 
tion and other distinguished 
groups of Americans.

VI. (American participation.) The suggestions 
for the formation of the World Court came largely 
from this country through Elihu Root and others. 
It is the consummation of an American ideal 
which for many years has had the approval of 
statesmen of both parties and of the people. It 
is exactly what the United States championed at 
the two Hague conferences. The plan of the 
Court is largely ours. We have a representative 
upon it. The only consistent thing for us to do, 
in view of all our past acts and declarations, is to 
adhere to it.

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concern. It has been accepted by forty-eight na- 
tions of the world, including all the large states 
except Germany, Russia and the United States. 

VIII. (Concerted action already obtained.) The 
greatest impediment heretofore to the adoption of 
means for peaceful settlement of international dis- 
putes has been the inability of the nations to get 
together on a common plan. Where so great con- 
certed action has been secured, the United States 
should co-operate and assist. To 
vites national isolation. 

IX. (No other World Court possible.) We can- 
not expect to persuade the other nations to give 
up the World Court which they have joined upon 
the invitation of leading Americans, to enter a 
rival court to be established by us for reasons 
based upon internal factional politics. The issue 
is not between optional plans for the advancement 
of international peace, but between supporting or 
refusing to support a single plan already adopted 
by 48 states and in operation. 

X. (The psychological moment.) The United 
States should add its influence to the World Court 
without delay because past experience has shown 
that a considerable movement for peace among the 
nations generally is impossible, except as the after- 
math of war. Unless the present movement for 
peace, represented in part by the World Court, is a 
success, another movement may not be expected 
to arise except another great war. 
Every failure makes success more difficult, 

XI. (Absence of constructive opposition.) The 
opponents of the World Court have no substitute to 
propose.

Considerations Based Upon the Nature of the 
Court: 

XII. (Judicial method superior to conciliation 
or arbitration.) A’ true court, represented by the 
World Court, is superior to earlier methods of 
diplomacy, conciliation and arbitration in that: 

(a) Its decisions are made by judges of highest 
ability and reputation, trained in the great legal 
systems of the world, instead of by diplomats or 
arbitrators, who are not necessarily trained in law 
and do not follow judicial methods. 

(b) Its decisions are made more by neutrals 
and less by contestants. 

(c) The permanence of the Court secures greater 
continuity and uniformity of decision than can 
be had from occasional conventions, congresses or 
commissions of arbitration. The great body of 
American constitutional law would not have de- 
veloped had the United States Supreme Court 
been replaced by occasional conventions of legis- 
lators or executives called specially for each con- 
troversy. 

(d) Therefore the Court substitutes decisions 
based upon rules of international law for decisions 
by the bargaining of diplomacy. Its decisions are 
based more upon fundamental and enduring prin- 
ciples and less upon the bargaining and compro- 
mises of the parties of the controversy. They will 
more effectively formulate and develop interna-

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tional law than can be expected from occasional 
arbitrations or congresses. 

XIII. ( No improper surrender of sovereignty.) 
By adhering to the statute of the World Court, the 
United States will not surrender any right which 
it would be to its advantage to retain. 

(a) Every agreement to submit future disputes 
to arbitration, mediation or other peaceful settle- 
ment involves some surrender of freedom of action. 
But anarchy, local or international, is destroyed 
only by submission to law and courts, which in- 
volves such surrender to varying extents. The 
United States, by its past negotiation of arbitra- 
tion treaties and support of The Hague Tribunal, 
has already committed itself to submission of judi- 
ciable controversies to such bodies. Acceptance of 
the World Court involves no greater surrender. 

(b) The fact that the majority of the nations 
of the world of varying sizes, races, interests, 
legal systems and policies have adhered to a single 
court, suggests that the United States can assume 
the same obligation as they have done, reciprocally 
with them, without detriment. 

(c) The mode of selection of the judges of the 
Court is a guarantee of absence of discrimination 
against particular nations such as the United 
States and that its decisions will be made accord- 
ing to law and not according to interest or influ- 
ence. 


(d) We point out, respecting the mode of choice 
of judges of the World Court: 


(1) Only jurists are eligible. The implied ex-

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lomatic officers, statesmen and other partisan rep- 
resentatives of their nations, insures that decisions 
will be guided more by jurisprudence than by the 
immediate self-interest of contesting nations. 

(2) Nominations are made as required by the 
judges of The Hague Tribunal. 

(3) The requirement of an absolute majority 
in both the Council and the Assembly of the 
League insures judges approved by both great 
and small powers and devoid of factionalism, as 
the Council represents the larger states and the 
Assembly all of the nations in the League. No 
judge proposed because he is a partisan of any 
nation or group of nations can successfully pass 
the three-fold scrutiny of The Hague Tribunal, 
Council and Assembly. 

(e) The jurisdiction of the World Court is lim- 
ited: 

(1) (If the United States adheres to the statute 
of the World Court above), to cases referred to it 
by the parties, or provided for by standing treaties 
and conventions. 

(2) If the United States further assents to the 
optional clause contained in Article 36 of the stat- 
ute, it will agree to make the jurisdiction of the 
Court compulsory as to the interpretation of a 
treaty, any question of international law, the ex- 
istence of any fact which if established would 
constitute a breach of an international obligation, 
and the nature and extent of the reparation to be 
made for the breach of an international obligation.

XIV. The following results may reasonably be 
anticipated to result from the work of the World 
Court: 

(a) More rapid development of international 
law. 

(b) Crystallization of world opinion upon points 
decided by the Court. 

(c) Prevention of war by “saving the face” of 
disputants. The Court will afford an easy method 
of settlement in disputes with proud and sensitive 
American states, 

(d) Its tendency will be towards increasing the 
mutual understandings of member nations. 

XV. The following statements of Presidents 
Harding and Coolidge are worthy of the sincere 
and thoughtful attention of every American. 

In his St. Louis address of June 21, 1923, after 
referring to Washington’s farewell address, Presi- 
dent Harding said: 

“Thus, clearly by the method already operative 
in substituting reason for prejudice, law for ob- 
duracy, and justice for passion, the Father of 
his Country bade us, no less than his contem- 
poraries, not merely to countenance and uphold, 
but actively to cultivate and promote peace. It is 
with that high purpose in mind and at heart, men 
and women of America, that I advocate participa- 
tion by the United States in the permanent Court 
of International Justice.”

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In his inaugural address, March 4, 1925, Presi- 
dent Coolidge again urged adherence to the world 
court, saying: 

“Where great principles are involved, where 
great movements are under way, which promise 
much for the welfare of humanity by reason of 
the very fact that many other nations have given 
such movements their actual support, we ought 
not to withhold our own sanction because of any 
small, unessential differences, but only upon the 
ground of the most important and compelling 
fundamental reasons. We cannot barter away our 
independence or our sovereignty, but we ought to 
engage in no refinements of logic, no sophistries 
and no subterfuges to argue away the undoubted 
duty of this country by reason of the might of 
its purpose, the power of its resources and its 
position of leadership in the world actively and 
comprehensively to signify its approval, and to 
bear its full share of the responsibility of a can- 
did and disinterested attempt at the establishment 
of a tribunal for the administration of justice be- 
tween nation and nation.” 

In his speech at Arlington Cemetery on May 30, 
1924, again urging adherence to the existing World 
Court, with the Harding reservations, President 
Coolidge said: 

“We cannot take a step in advance of this mat- 
ter without assuming certain obligations. Here, 
again, if we receive something, we must surrender 
something. We may as well face the question 
candidly and if we are willing to assume these new 
duties in exchange for the benefits which would 
accrue to us, let us say so; if we are not willing, 
let us say that. We can accomplish nothing by 
taking an ambiguous position. We are not going 
to be able to avoid meeting the world and bearing 
our part in the burdens of the world. We must 
meet these burdens and overcome them, or they 
will meet us and overcome us. For my part, I 
desire my country to meet them without evasion 
and without fear, in an upright, downright, square 
American way.” 

Answer to Objections to World Court.

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Answer: Whether it is a valid ground of objec- 
tion that the court was organized by the League 
of Nations, an organization originally fostered by 
the United States and to which fifty-six nations 
of the world belong, raises a debate concerning 
the League of Nations not here relevant. The 
United States can join the world court without 
joining the League and the League will have no 
influence on the court. The judges of the court 
are as independent of the League as the United 
States Supreme Court is of the United States Sen- 
ate and President. 

Naturally, the League was used to create the 
World Court, as the League represented all the 
great powers except the United States, Germany 
and Russia and the great majority of all the na- 
tions, the remainder being unorganized. This does 
not constitute an argument against the court. The 
fact that it now has the support of forty-eight 
nations removes any questions concerning its 
origin. 

II. Objection: That the power of the League 
to call for advisory opinions subjects the Court to 
its control. 

Answer: In Massachusetts and other states the 
legislature may call for an advisory opinion from 
their Supreme Court, but it has never been sup- 
posed that this power made the court political or 
interfered with its independence and efficiency. 
The World Court has already, in one case, declined 
to give an advisory opinion requested by the 
League, to preserve its independence from the 
League, and has been sustained by the member 
nations in so doing. 

Ill. Objection: That the judges would be em- 
powered to make law according to their own ideas 
rather than applying existing law. 

Answer: In the English common law the courts 
have and are now legislating interstitially, to para- 
phrase Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes, i. e., de- 
termining the rule of law to apply in particular 
cases where the legislature or general law does not 
exactly cover the problem. For the World Court

It is 
no objection to a court that it cannot legislate. 


V. Objection: That Oriental and Occidental 
minds do not think alike. 


Answer: It is true that Oriental and Occidental 
minds do not think alike and that some small con- 
cession may be required from all members to 
reach a common ground as to principles deter- 
mining international relations. It is, however, 
more important to reach that common ground and

VI. Objection: That the World Court as it now 
stands is irreconcilable with Anglo-Saxon civiliza- 
tion and particularly with legal fundamentals of 
our own system, such as conceptions concerning 
private property, contract obligations and judicial 
tribunals applying to facts established legal prin- 
ciples. 

Answer: The World Court is composed of 
Anglo-Saxon, continental European, Greek and 
Slav states, as well as Oriental states. We cannot 
reasonably demand that all will accept Anglo- 
Saxon legal principles to the exclusion of their 
own. The United States cannot prescribe the 
international law which the other states shall obey. 
All must make some advance to reach a common 
ground. However, there is no reason to fear that 
the juristic ideals of the United States would 
suffer. 

(a) The other Anglo-Saxon nations and com- 
monwealths do not share in this fear. 

(b) The western European and American na- 
tions so preponderate in the Court that no prin- 
ciples of Oriental civilization abhorrent to our 
ideas are likely to be seriously considered. 

(c) Differences between the jurisprudence of 
nations following the English common law and 
those following the Roman and civil law, while 
definite in many respects, are not fundamentally 
such as to create fear of harm. Life, liberty and 
property are no less secure in Louisiana, which 
follows the Roman law, than in the rest of the 
United States, or in Quebec than in the rest of

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Canada. Neither is the jurisprudence of France, 
Germany and Italy, as a system of private sub- 
stantive law, substantially inferior or superior to 
that of the English-speaking countries. Treaties 
have the same force in international law the world 
over. 

(d) In our American law, the international law 
which we follow, our maritime law and law mer- 
chant are founded more upon Roman and civil 
law principles than upon the English common law, 
but have proved acceptable. 

The importance of developing a common inter- 
national law for the entire world is not overbal- 
anced by the fact that some fusion of different 
legal systems may gradually take place to reach 
the common ground. 

VII. Objection: That adherence to the World 
Court would violate the American Constitution and 
impair our independence and sovereignty. 

Answer: The United States acts in its foreign 
relations largely through the treaty-making power. 
Adherence to the World Court would necessarily 
be by treaty or tts equivalent identical in nature 
with arbitration treaties. An arbitration treaty is 
constitutional, and a ratification of the statute of 
the World Court would be valid upon the same 
ground. 

The sovereignty of the United States is not im- 
paired to any prejudicial extent by entering into a 
standing treaty for arbitration or a special arbi- 
tration agreement. Entrance to the World Court 
requires nothing more. Article 59 of the statute of 
the Court provides that the decision of the Court 
has no binding force except between the parties

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and in respect to that particular case. The Court 
can only make an award in a controversy sub- 
mitted to it. The Court would have no power to 
legislate for the future for the internal or external 
affairs of the United States. 

VIII. Objection: That the Court would have 
no power to enforce its decrees. 

Answer: Most objections are that the Court 
would have too much power rather than too little. 
It is true that a court does not have complete 
effectiveness as a judicial organ unless it can en- 
force its decisions. Nations, like states and indi- 
viduals are, however, unwilling to submit them- 
selves to courts or officers too readily. The juris- 
diction of the Court is based upon consent of the 
nations, and it is not reasonable to assume that 
any greater power can be conferred upon it at 
the present time. The situation is the same as 
that confronting the American colonies at the time 
of the Revolutionary War, in which the Articles 
of Confederation were the best form of govern- 
ment the states could be brought to agree upon. 

A court, however, is of some use even though it 
does not have power of complete enforcement of 
its decisions. The United States Supreme Court 
does not have power to enforce its decrees against 
a state, and several such decrees have gone unen- 
forced. The force of public opinion of the world 
will doubtless oblige a nation, except in extreme 
cases, to carry out any award to which it may have 
agreed to submit and to deter a nation from going 
to war in direct opposition to the Court’s adjudi- 
cation. The binding force of the Court’s opinion 
will be no less than that possessed by The Hague 
Tribunal and special arbitrations. Though incom-

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plete, the powers of the Court render it more valu- 
able to the world as an agency for peace than pre- 
vious international organizations or no organiza- 
tion at all. 
IX. Objection: That international law should 
be codified before a court be created to enforce it. 
Answer: This is putting the cart before the 
horse. Much good can be accomplished in smooth- 
ing out controverted points by commissions for 
codification of international law. But law must 
be threshed out and become settled before it is 
ready for codification. This function of develop- 
ing and settling the law falls to the courts in the 
trial of contested cases, and to legislative assem- 
blies (diplomatic discussions, congresses and nego- 
tiations of treaties in international affairs) in the 
first instance and to codifiers only as the last stage 
in the statement of the law. It is in this manner 
that the English common law gained its present 
form. A world court must be set in operation be- 
fore codification can make substantial progress. 
X. Objection: That the United States would 
have no voice in the selection of the judges of the 
Answer: The plans proposed by Presidents 
Harding and Coolidge for entrance into the World 
Court provide that the United States shall enter 
the Court only upon acceptance of a reservation 
to the effect that its entrance is conditional upon 
its being given the same voice in the election of 
judges as any other nation. It is reasonable to 
assume that the other nations would accept such 
reservation, as they have done by implication by 
electing an American jurist to be a judge upon 
the Court.

the economic burdens of these diseases largely 
arise. 

We have noticed that the money cost of venereal 
disease falls without favor upon the sick and the 
well, the rich and the poor, the innocent and the 
guilty. So, too, do syphillis and gonorrhea take 
their toll in health from all who become infected 
and who, through ignorance or foolhardy bravado, 
neglect to put themselves under the care of a 
competent physician or an official public clinic. 
In all cases venereal diseases will pave the way 
for physical degeneration and suffering, unless 
they are promptly checked by extended treatment 
under reputable medical or clinical care. 

The old notion that gonorrhea is no worse than 
a bad cold has been routed by an onslaught of 
facts. Gonorrhea may cause blindness or it may 
lead to gonorrheal rheumatism, which in turn may 
cause heart disease. 

Dr. John H. Stokes of the Mayo clinic is respon- 
sible for the statement that one-third of the blind- 
ness in asylums and one-half of the blindness dat- 
ing from birth is due to gonorrhea of the eye. 

An analysis of the statistics of the Pennsylvania 
Institute for the Blind shows 1,020 cases of blind- 
ness admitted to the school in 30 years. Out of 
this total, 267 cases, or 26 per cent, were due to 
gonorrheal infection. It has been estimated that 
there are at least 20,000 cases of blindness from 
this cause in the United States. The tragedy of 
it all is that most of these cases date from birth. 

Cold statistics can not convey the immensity of 
the injustice. As Stokes says, “One has to see 
one of these little children rocking back and 
forth in a railed-in chair, and watch the baby 
groping about on the floor, gurgling as it feels 
your shoe strings, really to know in the soul of 
him what gonorrhea means.” 

Much of the surgery performed on the repro- 
ductive organs of women is made necessary by 
gonorrhea. Often such women can never have 
children, and in some cases death or lifelong in- 
validism has been the result of such infection. 
The Indiana State Board of Health says, “Gonorr- 
hea is directly responsible for a majority of the 
appallingly great number of abdominal operations 
on women, and for a very large percentage of all

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so-called female troubles. The woman is usually 
an innocent victim of the husband’s earlier indis- 
cretions and his incomplete cure. In men, gonorr- 
hea causes sterility, rheumatism, heart disease, 
bladder trouble, stricture and other complications.” 

So much for gonorrhea. Now for syphilis. 
According to a pamphlet issued by one of our 
state boards of health, it has been estimated that 
from 8 to 12 per cent of all deaths are caused by 
syphilis. Most of these deaths are reported as 
stillbirths, heart disease, apoplexy, paralysis, loco- 
motor ataxia, insanity, diseases of the arteries, 
all of which may be caused by syphilis and some 
of which are invariably caused by it. The report 
of the New York State Hospital Commission 
shows that at present syphilis is the most promi- 
nent definite cause of mental diseases. Another 
authority estimates that 15 per cent of all first ad- 
missions to hospitals for the insane are traceable 
to syphilis. It is asserted that syphilis is the 
greatest single cause of heart disease, the leading 
recognized killer. Syphilis is responsible for near- 
ly one-half of all abortions, miscarriages and still- 
births. A group of syphilitic women were under 
observation at a clinic in’ Toronto, Canada. Out 
of 192 pregnancies of these women there were 53 
miscarriages, 24 stillbirths, 42 deaths in early in- 
fancy and 36 syphilitic children, a total of 155 
tragedies!

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tuberculosis disease, but in all other cases said 
presumption shall be rebuttable by clear and con- 
vincing evidence. 

The Act also provides that no compensation 
shall be payable unless claim therefor be filed 
within five years after discharge or resignation 
from the service, provided, however, that where 
compensation is payable for disability occurring 
after discharge or resignation from the service, 
claim must be made within five years after the 
beginning of such disability. The time herein 
provided may be extended by the director not to 
exceed two years for good cause shown. 

The Act further provides that any beneficiary 
of the United States Veterans’ Bureau who suf- 
fers or has suffered an injury or an aggravation of 
an existing injury as the result of training, hospi- 
talization, or medical or surgical treatment, which 
has been awarded by the director and not the 
result of misconduct, and such injury or aggra- 
vation of an existing injury results in additional 
disability to or the death of such beneficiary, may 
be entitled to the benefits in the same manner as 
though such disability, aggravation or death was 
the result of military service during the World 
War, provided that application be made for such 
benefits within one year after such injury or ag- 
gravation was suffered or such death occurred, or 
after the passage of the Act or which ever is the 
latest date.

Interest and love alone on the part of the 
mother are not enough to assure success in 
handling the innumerable problems met with in 
the management of children. The very love of the 
mother for her child may be the “stumbling 
block” that prevents her from successfully ful- 
filling the obligations of her parenthood. This 
love is invariably associated with excessive worry, 
anxiety, and at times, definite fear which prevent 
the most intelligent approach to many problems of 
childhood. 

Over-solicitude on the part of the parent or 
parents may put the child in an entirely new 
setting. Children may become self-centered and 
develop innumerable imaginary complaints simply 
because illness is looked for and any existing ill 
health is exaggerated. 

The study of one little girl seen a short time 
ago demonstrates this point clearly: 

Mary, at seven, dominated the entire household. 
Mother faithfully fulfilled her slightest wish, fear- 
ing to cross her lest she become ill. Her sisters 
patiently shouldered her share of home duties and 
quietly gave way to her at every point in order 
to avoid, if possible, the almost inevitable out- 
burst of temper which was so upsetting to the 
household. Her ready excuses for all occasions 
were, “You mustn’t mind what I do; you see I’ve

been sick,” or “I’m not strong enough to do that 
’cause I’ve had paralysis.” 

It is true she had lived through more than her 
share of illness and was accustomed to admiration 
and interest from doctors to whom she was fre- 
quently shown as an unusual case. 


Her “alibi” of ill health helped her over many 
difficult places in school, and at home special 
concessions were made for her and she was ex- 
cused at every turn. Her whole life seemed built 
about this desire to hold the center of the stage. 


Through a radical change of attitude on the 
mother’s part this little girl, who was fast develop- 
ing into a chronic complainer, has now become a 
hearty, normal youngster, gayly competing with 
her sisters in “helping mother,” trying each week 
to learn to do one new task independently, and 
striving toward an ideal of robust good health 
rather than desiring the role in life of “interesting 
invalid.” 

After a little judicious neglect and ignoring, 
the alarming physical symptoms which so greatly 
troubled the mother vanished. The marked 
tremor of Mary’s hands, which made it seem 
necessary that the mother feed her each mouthful 
she ate, disappeared, as also did the tremor of 
voice. After determination by physical examina- 
tion of the child’s condition an appeal was made 
to her ambition and pride. Her desire for atten- 
tion and wish to excel were turned away from 
the goal of ill health. With encouragement on 
the part of the physicjan and her mother and 
with faith in her ability to make good she is 
now taking part in home and school, standing on 
her own feet, and learning to face life as it is.

Congressional election next year is causing 
both parties to make an early start because con- 
trol of the senate and the effect on the presiden- 
tial election two years later are involved. 

Prior to the deaths of Senators La Follette and 
Ladd, the senate stood: Republicans, 55: Demo- 
crats, 40; Farmer-Labor, Shipstead of Minnesota. 
This gave the administration a “party” majority of 
14. 

This majority included the two senators who 
have died and Senator Brookhart of Iowa and 
Senator Frazier of North Dakota, the four who 
were expelled from the administration party’s 
caucus. This leaves a majority of 10, but even 
that is not reliable, as shown by the rejection of 
the president’s nomination of Charles B. Warren 
for attorney general. 

In next year’s campaign the administration party 
will have 26 senators up for election, while the 
Democrats will have seven. 
tically sure of their senators, as the states are in 
the “solid south.” They are: Alabama, Arkansas, 
Florida, Georgia, Louisiana, North Carolina and 
South Carolina. 

The 26 states now represented by Republican 
senators who are up for election are: Arizona, 
California, Colorado, Connecticut, Idaho, Illinois, 
Iowa, Indiana, Kansas, Kentucky, Maryland, 
Massachusetts, Missouri, Nevada, New Hampshire, 
New York, North Dakota (to elect successor of 
the late Senator Ladd), Ohio, Oklahoma, Oregon, 
Pennsylvania, South Dakota, Utah, Vermont, 
Washington, Wisconsin. The latter state will 
hold a special election to choose a successor of 
the late Senator La Follette. Senator Lenroot of 
that state will be up for re-election next year.

Stock selling to employes is intended to check 
unrest. Its purpose is to keep the workers’ atten- 
tion riveted to a few dollars that may possibly be 
paid them in the form of dividends while they ig- 
nore the certainty—through trade unionism—of 
substantial wage increases. 

Another illusion that wage-earning stockholders 
are asked to believe is that they will eventually 
control the plant because preferred and common 
stockholders dictate the policy of corporations. 

If these workers understood how financiers 
operate they would know that a majority of the 
stock is in the possession of a pcwerful few, who 
are also the bondholders. A bond is another name 
for a mortgage. If interest on these bonds is not 
paid the bondholders foreclose—they throw the 
concern into bankruptcy. 

In large corporations there is considerable com- 
mon stock sold to the public, but not enough to 
endanger the control by “insiders.” The few who 
hold a majority of this stock elect the board of 
directors, issue additional stock, raise and lower 
dividends on the common stock, and, if 
is poor, dividends—that is, pay 
dends.

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TRANSPORTATION IN EARLY DAYS. 
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Three score and a few more years ago trans- 
portation in California had its thrills, even though 
it didn’t have its speed, according to L. L. Norris 
of the National Automobile Club. The riders of 
the Pony Express, the drivers of stage coach and 
mule team, the redskin and cowboy of those days 
of gold supplied plenty of nerve-wracking experi- 
ences for the tenderfoot tourist or treasure seeker 
who sought in California the land of promise. 


The winding roads of the Sierras were narrower 
and steeper than in the present day of State high- 
Way commissions and gas taxes. Horace Greeley 
on his campaign for the Presidency traveled over 
the Placerville route with Hank Monk, one of the 
famous stage drivers of the era of forty-nine, in 
the driver’s seat. 


“All sense of danger was lost in admiration of 
the coolness and dexterity of the driver,” writes 
Borthwick, “as he circumvented every obstacle 
without going one inch further out of his way than 
was necessary to save us from perdition. With 
his right foot he managed a brake, and, clawing at 
the reins with both hands, he swayed his body 
from side to side to preserve his eqilibrium, as 
now on the right pair of wheels, now on the left, 
he cut the outside edge around a stump or rock; 
and when coming to a spot where he was going 
to execute a difficult maneuver on a slanting piece 
of ground, he trimmed the wagon as he would a 
small boat in a squall, and he made us all crowd 
up to the weather side to prevent a capsize.” 


The Butterfield stage route that came from 
Kansas City over the southern route with the 
mail for San Francisco was a through trip, stops 
only being made for meals. Imagine the hardi- 
hood of the pioneers who essayed that method of 
reaching the coast! From two to three weeks on 
the way, catching cat-naps as the lurching stage 
bounced its way over the chartless desert, some- 
times with the half-tamed horses or mules in a 
wild runaway dash and again proceeding at a 
snail’s pace under the broiling desert sun. The 
stage stations of the Butterfield are now in ruins, 
but they still may be visited, and they tell an

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Cost Of Living 
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Private Grants Once a Yosemite Peril 
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The tourist who visits the Yosemite Valley today can 
hardly realize the remarkable changes in comfort and con- 
venience that have taken place in the fifty-year period in 
which the Valley has been open to the public. 


The first guide book to the Yosemite was issued by the 
State in 1874 under the direction of J. D, Whitney, after 
whom Mt. Whitney was named. In this little booklet, Whit- 
ney bemoans the fact that the completion of the wagon road 
into the Yosemite would detract greatly from the beauty and 
romance of the Valley. 


At that time it was necessary to leave the stage at a point 
near what is now the Alder Creek Checking Station and ride 
on horseback over the fifteen-mile trail into the Valley. The 
trip to Yosemite in that early day was rather a strenuous 
affair. It occupied about ten days for the round trip in addi- 
tion to the amount of time spent in the Valley itself. Yose- 
mite National Park originally was a National Reservation. 
Then it was turned over to the State of California and a few 
years later turned back to the Federal Government again. 
Practically all of the rocks and falls bore the same names in 
1874 that they bear today.

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flood in the Valley which washed away all the bridges over 
the Merced River. A portion of Yosemite almost came into 
the hands of private owners, as at one time a bill was intro- 
duced into the Legislature and passed by the Lower House 
providing for grants of land on the floor of the Valley, and 
Whitney devotes many a page in his guide book to deploring 
the possibility of the development of the Yosemite Park into 
a private resort for the fleecing of the public. 

A stage line was started from San Francisco to the Yose- 
mite by way of Merced in the late seventies. The tourist left 
the Bay at 4 o'clock in the afternoon and reached Yosemite 
two days later; but this was looked on as far too rapid an 
excursion for the average traveler and the slower stages, 
which ordinarily took from four to five days to reach the 
Yosemite, were more popular. 

All of the roads into the Yosemite were toll roads at that 
time and the Coulterville Company, which constructed the 
route known by that name, aimed to lay out a highway which 
could be kept open all the year round.

He lives in a world committed to the enterprise 
of profit, to the exploitation of the weak by. the 
strong, to the theory that property is sacred and 
life is cheap. All the influences which mould 
public thought—press, politics and pulpit,—unite 
to confuse him, not necessarily from venal mo- 
tives, but because no illiteracy is so wide-spread 
as economic illiteracy, sheer misinformation and

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in the way of education, since labor has the 
conscious influence of the wage-earning world, has 
so valued education, has so enhanced and con- 
tributed to the worth of education, can labor call 
upon the educational movement as such to serve 
the ends of labor? Through all its history labor 
has preached the worth of the human being, his 
capacity for development, has stressed the eternal 
verity that there are no frontiers to human ca- 
pacity.

Compulsory Arbitration Unconstitutional 


Every so often we hear appeals from the anti- 
union people of our country that congress should 
pass some law that could prevent cessations of 
work by underpaid and overworked employees. 

Now comes the statement that congress. will be 
asked in the next session to enact a law that will 
prevent strikes. It is strange that so many people, 
especially those in public life, know so little about 
the constitution of the United States or the su- 
preme court decisions on matters pertaining to 
labor. Any law that prohibits employees from 
quitting work singly or collectively would be a 
violation of the thirteenth amendment, which pro- 
hibits involuntary servitude. It would also be in 
conflict with the fourteenth amendment which as- 
sures freedom of contract. 

Nevertheless labor has found out that it must 
oppose any proposition that has for its purpose 
the restriction of the activities of the wage earn- 
ers because of the danger of inserting some clause 
that would give to unfriendly courts the powers 
that they sometimes assume but do not hold un- 
der the constitution. 

It might be well to quote some of the decisions 
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of the supreme court.

June 11, 1923, in declaring 
the Kansas court of industrial 
relations act which provided for compulsory arbi- 
tration, the United States supreme court unani- 
mously said: 

“Tt has never been supposed, since the adoption 
of the constitution, that the business of the but- 
cher, or the baker, the tailor, the woodchopper, the 
mining operator or the miner was clothed with 
such a public interest that the price of his product 
or his wages could be fixed by State regulation. 
It is true that in the days of the early common 
law an omnipotent parliament did regulate prices 
and wages as it chose, and occasionally a colonial 
legislature sought to exercise the same power; but 
nowadays one does not devote one’s property or 
business to the public use or clothe it with a 
public interest merely because one makes com- 
modities for, and sells to, the public in the common 
callings of which those above mentioned are 
instances.

“Included in the right of personal liberty and 
the right of private property—partaking of the 
nature of each—is the right to make contracts for 
the acquisition of property. Chief among such 
contracts is that of personal employment, by 
which labor and other servicés are exchanged for 
money or other forms of property. If this right 
be struck down or arbitrarily interfered with, there 
is a substantial impairment of liberty in the long- 
established constitutional sense. The right is as 
essential to the laborer as to the capitalist, to the 
poor as to the rich; for the vast majority of per- 
sons have no other honest way to begin to acquire 
property save by working for money.” 

After quoting from certain laws that had been 
held constitutional, such as a state statute requir- 
ing minets’ wages should be paid before screening 
the coal, the redemption in cash of store orders 
issued in payment of wages, regulating the time 
within which wages shall be paid to employees in 
certain specified industries and other cases of like 
import and effect, the supreme court said: 

“In none of the statutes thus sustained, was the 
liberty of emloyer or employee to fix the amount 
of wages the one was willing to pay and the other 
willing to receive interfered with. Their tendency 
and purpose was to prevent unfair and perhaps

districts of the State California wrote 
her first thrilling episodes that served as an in- 
spiration for Bret Harte. 

The Mother Lode Highway 
through this historic section runs between Sonora 
and Grass Valley. Road conditions along this 
route as reported by the Touring Bureau of the 
National Automobile Club are for the most part 
excellent and permit of safe and easy progress 
for any type of car. To be sure, the roadbed for 
the greater portion of the way is not paved, 
nevertheless, the very picturesque quality of the 
scenery, man-made and otherwise, fits in well with 
the condition of the surface of the road. 

It is approximately a six hours’ drive into the 
midst of this land of Bret Harte. The first ob- 
jective after leaving Sonora, which is in itself a 
quaint old city, is the town of Springfield. It 
derived its name from the subterranean channels 
which supplied water to the mines of that region, 
and as it is in the limestone belt there are many 
of these remarkable fissures. Only one of the 
old buildings of this once famous mining village 
remains. This was once a church. Later it was 
converted into a school house. Now it is only a 
landmark of the City That Was. 

Perhaps the most interesting of all the southern 
mining towns is Columbia, the city that in its 
heyday of glory aspired to be the capital of 
California. In fact, a petition was prepared to this 
end and thousands of names were secured. But

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the petition was reserved for a far different use 
from the one for which it was planned. 

A man was slain. The slayer was tried, con- 
victed and sentenced to be hanged. His friends 
decided that the only way of saving his life was 
to present a petition to the Governor and plea 
for his pardon. But where were the signatures to 
be secured? The sentiment in Columbia itself 
was not all in favor of the condemned man, so 
a desperate remedy was decided on. The safe in 
which the petition for the State capital rested was 
blown open and the document stolen. All the 
signatures were removed and appended to the 
plea for pardon. But the scheme did not work 
out successfully. The fraud was detected, the 
petition ignored and the murderer was hanged. 

Gold was first discovered in Columbia in 
March of 1850, and within a year it boasted a 
population of 6,000. One hundred and forty-three 
faro banks were in operation here at one time 
with a gambling capital of a million and a half 
dollars. Immigrants poured in from Sonora, 
Jamestown, Jackson and other mining camps, 
lured by the stories of rich finds and an easy road 
to riches. A certain Captain Avent was’one of the 
first prospectors in this district, and he was lucky 
enough to take out two and a half pounds a day, 
with a pound a day for an average on the days 
following. 

Then came Charles Bassett, a storekeeper from 
Sonora. He started a restaurant, butcher shop 
and dairy in connection with his supply depot 
and peddled milk through the camp, finding ready 
sale at a dollar for each whisky bottle full.

The 
dollar you spend for union label goods or to sup- 
port fair concerns, keeps on working for you 
after it leaves you. 

If you are not intelligent enough or earnest 
enough to boss your dollars in your own interest 
you do not deserve to be your own boss. Still 
you are your own boss just the same. The money 
you spend either hires or fires you. It is either 
for you or against you. Purchasing power is the 
biggest thing the worker has. Why not use it 
rightly ?

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With the announcement of the new motor fuel, 
synthol, the Workers’ Health Bureau pamphlet on 
tetra-ethyl lead comes a timely reminder to organ- 
ized labor that it must demand protection from all 
poisons used in industry before workers pay the 
Tetra-ethyl lead, which 
killed eleven workers and poisoned more than 113 


price with their lives. 


others during 17 months’ manufacture of ethyl 
gasoline, is used in making synthol, according to 
newspaper reports on the subject, and the base of 
this new “no-knock” fuel is benzol, another deadly 
poison. 

Organized labor is urged to start local investiga- 
tions to determine whether ethyl gasoline or 
synthol are being sold or used. Unions are en- 
couraged by a letter from the Workers’ Health 
Bureau accompanying the tetra-ethyl lead leaflet to 
report all industrial poisons so that workers can 
demand protection before, not after, lives are lost. 

The conference called by the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service “endorsed as wise the decision 
of the Ethyl Corporation to discontinue temporar- 
ily the sale of ethyl gasoline,” which implies that 
the company was to continue such a policy but did 
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not make this compulsory. Manufacture of tetra- 
ethyl lead was not banned by the conference. 

As the Workers’ Health Bureau pamphlet 
points out, there are 280,000 chauffeurs, 31,000 
garage workers, 411,000 draymen and expressmen, 
40,000 service station workers; besides thousands 
of auto-machinists and workers engaged in manu- 
facturing tetra-ethyl lead and the new motor fuels, 
who are exposed to the dangers of the industrial 
poisons in these fuels. In addition the general 
public may be seriously endangered because of 
lead dust deposits from ethyl gasoline exhaust 
gases. 

What organized labor fought for at the Public 
Health Conference and what it won are told in 
the Workers’ Health Bureau report. A. J. Berres, 
secretary of the metal trades department of the 
American Federation of Labor, répresented organ- 
ized labor at the conference. Grace M. Burnham 
and Harriet Silverman, directors of the Workers’ 
Health represented that 
They won for labor two important points af- 
fecting the investigation of tetra-ethy] lead:

The Workers’ Health Bureau is keeping in 
close touch with all developments concerning 
tetra-ethyl lead and other industrial poisons which 
affect workers and informs its union members and 
organized labor generally regarding these health 
dangers. 

When the investigation of tetra-ethyl lead is 
completed and reported to the second conference, 
the Workers’ Health Bureau will analyze the re- 
sults for labor and make its own report. Unions 
affiliated with the Workers’ Health Bureau benefit 
by the special studies of hazards of their particular 
craft and are assisted in making health agreements 
with employers, and state-wide legislative pro- 
tection.
